RARE  1856  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT 


1  1856  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Spotfree  and  exception¬ 

ally  well  struck.  A  choice,  world-class  rarity  and  among  the  most 
revered  Flying  Eagle  coins  of  them  all.  Struck  in  very  limited  numbers 
(it  is  believed  between  1 500  and  2500  were  all  that  the  mint  produced), 
the  1856  has  been,  since  the  time  it  first  appeared,  a  coin  that  is  active¬ 
ly  sought  by  collectors.  Choice  Proofs  are  decidedly  scarce. 


2  1857  Flying  Eagle.  Mint  State  65.  Decidedly  prooflike  in  the  fields,  so  it  is  under¬ 

standable  why  the  consignor  purchased  this  as  a  Proof  The  coin  has  excellent  strike 
that  is  close  to  the  sharpness  found  in  a  Proof,  but  with  striated  luster  instead  of  the 
usual  mirror  finish  in  the  fields.  Surely  a  coin  of  the  highest  caliber  in  its  category. 


VERY  RARE  1858  PROOF  FLYING  EAGLE 


3  1858  Flying  Eagle.  Small  Letters.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Sharp  square  rims 

that  end  in  a  knife  edge  so  reminiscent  of  well  made  Proofs.  Both  sides  exhib¬ 
it  dazzling  sharpness.  From  the  eagle’s  wings,  neck,  and  tail  feathers,  to  the 
letters  in  the  legend,  the  digits  in  the  date,  and  throughout  the  wreath  on  the 
reverse,  everything  is  crisp  and  bold.  Color  is  warm  golden  amber  with  a 
hint  of  bluish  sheen.  And  best  of  all,  the  fields  are  spotfree.  Only  a  few  little 
hairlines  can  be  seen  under  the  magnifying  glass. 


4  1858  Flying  Eagle.  Small  Letters.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Minor  planchet 

irregularity  below  the  eagles  claw.  Superb  luster,  surface  integrity,  and  a  strike  that 
is  remarkable  for  boldness.  All  of  the  eagles  feathers  are  clearly  revealed.  Those 
along  the  neck  and  breast  most  prominent  (where  strike  weakness  can  often  be 
found).  Furthermore,  the  wreath  is  100%  bold  including  the  bow  and  leaf  veins. 
A  coin  in  outstanding  condition,  everyone  will  attest. 


DESIRABLE  1858  LARGE  LETTERS  PROOF 


5  1858  Flying  Eagle.  Large  Letters.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A  coin  that,  like  the 
Small  Letters  variety,  is  very  scarce  in  Proof  grades.  Here,  as  seen  in  the  last 
specimen,  the  strike  is  100%  bold.  Every  feather  delineated  on  the  eagle 
(wings,  neck,  tail),  and  the  wreath  incredibly  detailed  under  strong  magnifi¬ 
cation  or  with  plain,  ordinary  naked  eyesight.  In  other  words,  a  delightful 
example.  Both  of  these  Flying  Eagle  Proofs  of  1858  should  be  inspected  and 
then  awarded  strong  bids. 

6  1859  Brilliant  Proof  64.  One  of  only  800  Proofs  struck  this  year  and  a  very 
choice,  attractively  toned  specimen.  The  single-year  1859  reverse  consists  of 
the  words  ONE  CENT  inside  a  laurel  wreath.  Dies  are  by  James  B.  Lon- 
gacre,  the  mint’s  chief  engraver  from  1844  to  1869. 

1860  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Orange  toned.  Attractive  fields  and  a  sharp  strike. 
Mintage:  1,000  (although  some  may  have  been  melted  afterwards  as  unsold). 

8  1861  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Ever  so  close  to  full  gem  status  as  seen  in  its  abun¬ 

dant  mirror  reflection  and  its  spot-free  toning.  Mintage:  1,000  (and  as  in 
1860,  this  number  may  in  fact  be  reduced  after  later  melting;  the  figure 
1,000  being  the  total  coined,  not  sold). 


9  1862  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Desirable  copper-nickel  issue  in  Proof  con¬ 
dition,  a  coin  that  is  toned  lightly  as  well  as  offering  immaculate  surface 
preservation.  In  short,  a  full-fledged  Gem.  From  the  strike,  which  is  razor- 
sharp,  to  the  color,  which  greets  the  eye  with  a  pleasing  aspect,  the  whole 
coin  speaks  volumes  about  originality.  When  viewed  under  magnification, 
the  design  reveals  itself  in  all  its  superb  detail. 

10  1862  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Another  naturally  toned  example  from  the  copper- 
nickel  (72-grain  weight)  period  of  1859-64.  Scarce,  as  are  all  these  copper- 
nickel  dates.  Mintage:  550. 

1 1  1862  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Desirable  copper-nickel  Type  (1860- 
64).  Well  struck,  lustrous  and  spotfree.  A  gem. 

1 2  1 863  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Lightly  toned;  a  handsome  offering.  Mintage:  460. 
This  and  the  following  1864  copper-nickel  have  the  lowest  Proof  mintage  in 
the  group. 

13  1863  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Medium  tan  with  golden  sparkle.  Some 
minor  flyspecking  is  acceptable  for  this  grade.  The  devices  sharp  as  a  tack. 
Only  460  were  struck  in  Proof. 
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1863  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Medium  golden-tan  surface  tree  from 
spotting  or  streaks,  glowing  with  luster.  A  very  choice  specimen  of  this  thick- 
planLhet  design.  18S9-64  copper-nickel  Cents  were  struck  on  72-grain 
planchcts.  Beginning  with  1864,  this  was  changed  to  “French  bronze” 
planchets  weighing  48  grains. 

1864  Copper-nickel.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Minor  hairlining.  A  total  of  370 
Proofs  struck  on  the  thick,  copper-nickel  planchets. 


1864-L  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Key  date  in  the  1860s  and  the  first 
time  Longacre’s  initial  appears.  It  can  be  found  on  the  ribbon  just  below  the 
lowermost  feather  in  the  headdress.  From  hence  forward  it  is  a  part  of  every 
die  made  until  the  design  was  changed  in  1909.  Scarce. 


1864  Bronze.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Red  and  Brown.  The  first  variety 
without  L  on  ribbon.  Also  this  date  introduces  the  new  French  bronze 
planchet  (48  grains  weight  versus  72  grains  for  the  earlier  copper-nickels).  In 
Proof  the  coinage  was  a  mere  150  pieces! That  makes  this  a  rarity  in  anyone’s 
book,  and  second  only  to  the  1 864-L  in  Proof  rarity.  Worth  viewing;  defi¬ 
nitely  deserves  a  premium  bid. 


1864  Bronze.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Some  hairlines;  proba¬ 
bly  dipped  and  allowed  to  recolor  naturally.  Now  is  orange  and  magenta- 
purple  in  hue.  Extremely  scarce;  only  150  Proofs  issued  without  the  L  on  rib¬ 
bon  and  in  the  new  French  bronze  alloy  of  1864-1909.  New  weight:  48 
grains  vs.  the  old  72-grain  standard. 


1865  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Red  and  Brown.  Hairlines.  Mintage:  500. 

1866  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Red  and  Brown.  Toned  brilliant  coppery  orange. 
Has  one  small  carbon  spot  at  the  word  OF  on  obverse.  Mintage:  725. 

1867  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Another  outstanding  early  Proof 
Indian  Cent,  this  having  warm  red  and  light  brown  color  whose  surface 
integrity  is  intact  and  unspotted.  A  very  choice  example.  One  of  only  625 
Proofs  issued. 


1868  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red.  Brilliant  coppery  red  mint  bloom,  with  the 
fields  deep  and  watery,  the  devices  needle-sharp.  A  certain  percentage  of  1 868 
Proofs  were  struck  with  the  reverse  die  rotated  180  degrees  relative  to  the 
obverse;  this  is  an  example.  Though  it  has  no  additional  value  because  of  this, 
the  rotation  is  interesting  in  and  of  itself  as  being  out  of  the  normal  scheme 
of  things  for  a  Proof  Indian  Cent.  Mintage:  600. 

1 869  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Mostly  coppery  red  to  orange 
and  fiery  color.  Frosty  throughout  the  Liberty  head  makes  it  like  a  fine  cameo 
jewel  when  contrasted  against  the  reflective  background.  Close  to  gem  qual¬ 
ity.  Mintage:  600. 


1869  Recut  9  in  Date.  Mint  State  65.  Red.  Roll-fresh  quality,  but  who  has 

ever  seen  or  heard  of  a  roll  of  1869  Indian  Cents! That  would  be  unimagin¬ 
able,  and  yet,  here  is  a  single  superb  blazing  red  specimen  for  bidders  to  pon¬ 
der,  It  deserves  a  full  market  price  and  nothing  less.  Key  date. 


25  1869  Mint  State  63.  Red.  Digits  in  date  flatly  struck;  bright  mint  red,  fresh 
and  original,  with  the  only  detraction  being  a  carbon  spot  on  Liberty’s  cheek. 
Among  the  Indian  Cent  issues  of  1859-79,  this  is  one  of  the  scarcest  in  full 
red  condition.  Curiously,  the  Great  Britain  1869  “Penny”  is  also  a  rare  date. 

26  1870  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red.  Following  closely  upon  the  superb  1869 
Mint  State  just  offered  is  this  outstanding  full  red  1 870  Proof.  A  delightful 
coin,  any  dealer,  collector,  specialist  or  generalist  would  be  pleased  as  punch 
owning  it,  possessing  it,  coveting  it.  The  mintage  was  an  even  1,000  pieces 
in  1 870,  but  how  few  must  remain  bearing  the  original  mint  color. 

27  1871  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Red  and  Brown.  Deep  orange-red  and  bluish 
color  which  suggests  it  was  dipped  long  ago  and  left  alone  to  retone  in  a  nat¬ 
ural  way.  Scarce,  as  are  all  Proofs  from  the  early  1870s:  960  minted. 

28  1872  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Red  and  Brown.  A  gem,  glassy  in  the  fields,  razor- 
sharp  on  the  devices,  and  pleasing  to  look  at.  Best  of  all,  there  aren’t  any 
spots.  Mintage:  950. 

29  1873  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red.  Deep  glowing  red  and  magenta  red  surfaces  on 
either  side,  a  coin  that  is  spot-free  and  stunning.  The  1873  Proofs  all  are  from 
the  Closed  3  obverse  die.  Later  in  the  year  a  new  date  digit  was  introduced  that 
had  a  wider  opening  in  the  3.  Scarce  in  all  Proof  grades:  1,100  minted. 

30  1873  Closed  3.  Double  Die  Obverse.  FS-009.1  S-2.  ANACS  graded  Mint 
State  63.  Red  and  Brown.  Not  to  be  confused  with  the  Doubled  LIBERTY 
variety  this  year.  Scarce. 

31  1874  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Red  and  Brown.  The  1874  follows  the  1873 
closely  in  terms  of  its  scarcity  in  Proof.  Mintage  was  700  pieces. 

32  1875  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Similar  mintage  to  1874  (700 
pieces  for  each  in  Proof).  A  highly  presentable  choice  example  that  offers 
vibrant  mint  red  tempered  only  a  little  by  reddish  brown  hues.  Again,  as  in  a 
number  of  these  outstanding  Indian  Cent  Proofs,  the  surface  is  without  spot¬ 
ting  and  lies  within  sight  of  full  gem  status. 

33  1876  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Cleaned.  Only  1,150  Proofs  made. 


34  1877  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Irregular  toning  from  possible  old 
dipping.  Nevertheless,  it  is  a  well  struck,  appealing  coin  and  one  of  the  keys 
to  the  set  (the  others  being  1864-L  and  1909-S).  Best  if  inspected  first. 

35  1878  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Red  and  Brown.  A  gem.  Warm  reddish  brown  and 
coppery  color.  Superb  condition.  One  of  a  mere  2,350  Proofs  issued. 
Coinage  in  Proof  increased  somewhat  in  1878  over  what  it  had  been  run¬ 
ning.  A  proximate  cause,  one  among  many  possibilities,  was  the  introduction 
this  year  of  sales  of  “minor”  Proof  sets  consisting  of  the  denominations  below 
1 0c.  Collectors  could  now  buy  the  more  affordable  two  or  sometimes  three- 
piece  minor  sets  at  a  small  fraction  of  the  price  of  the  full  set  from  Cent 
through  Dollar.  After  18 77  coinage  increased  a  notch  but  then  remained  in 
a  medium  band  for  the  next  30  years. 

36  1878  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red  and  Brown.  Spotfree,  well  struck, 
and  gleaming  with  deep  red  and  golden  red  luster.  A  gem. 

37  1879  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Red.  Bright  coppery  orange  and  red  color,  the  bril¬ 
liance  visible  from  across  the  room,  the  quality  unmatched  in  most  other  gem 
Proofs.  Only  3,200  minted  this  year.  Few  can  boast  this  coin’s  razor-like 
sharpness  in  the  devices. 

38  1880  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Mintage:  3,955. 
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39  1881  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Nicely  toned:  blue  and  purple- 
brown  iridescence  in  which  deep  red  shines  from  below.  A  glittering  Proof. 
Mintage:  3,573. 

40  1882  ICG  graded  Proof  66.  Red  and  Brown.  Mintage:  3,100.  Gleaming 
surface  and  spot  free  originality,  with  the  color  golden  brown  for  the  most 
part  interspersed  with  warm  mint  red. 

41  1882  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Brown.  1884  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Brown.  Lot  of 

2  coins. 

42  1883  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Red  and  Brown.  Another  outstanding  Gem  Proof 
that  has  exciting  surfaces  (superb  throughout),  great  eye  appeal,  and  original, 
unsullied  colors.  Well  worth  a  bid.  Mintage:  6,609  (larger  than  before  due  to 
requests  for  the  three  different  1 883  Nickels  issued  this  year  —  all  of  which 
were  sold  in  “minor”  Proof  sets  to  collectors. 

43  1885  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Brown.  1886  Variety  2.  Brilliant  Proof  65. 
Brown.  Lot  of  2  coins. 

44  1887  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red.  1895  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown. 

Lot  of  2  coins. 


LANDMARK  1888,  8  OVER  7  INDIAN  CENT 


45  1888,  8  over  7.  FS-010.  Small  die  cud  on  rim  at  9  o’clock.  So- 

called  Jim  Ruddy  variety,  from  the  discoverer.  NGC  graded 
Mint  State  64.  Brown.  In  our  Juan  XII  Suros  sale  in  February 
1999  we  sold  the  other  of  two  discovery  pieces  of  this  important 
overdate.  The  Suros  coin  grades  PCGS  Mint  State  63  Red  and 
Brown,  while  this,  the  only  other  specimen  discovered  by  James  F. 
Ruddy  in  1969,  has  slightly  choicer  surface  integrity  with  smooth 
brown  hue  and  hint  of  mint  color  in  the  devices.  Thirty  years  have 
elapsed  since  and  no  other  Uncirculated  quality  specimens  of  this 
variety  have  turned  up!  This,  one  of  the  two  Ruddy  discovery  coins, 
is  in  NGC  holder  696040-002.  The  Suros  specimen  realized 
$40,250. 

A  small  portion  of  the  7  is  visible  beneath  the  left  half  of  the  final 
8,  inside  the  upper  loop,  and  protruding  from  the  upper  left  edge 
of  the  top  loop.  Die  stage  B,  a  large  rim  cud  into  the  denticles  at 
9  o’clock  above  TED  in  UNITED  (just  visible  protruding  below 
the  slab  encasement).

55  1904  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Lovely  surfaces;  equally  attrac¬ 
tive  color.  Mintage:  1,817.

57  1906  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Brown.  1907  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Red  and 
Brown.

Exquisite  toning:  gold,  purple- 
brown,  blue  and  greenish  hues.  A  real  eye-popper!  Mintage:  1,620. 


59  1909-S  Indian.  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Final  year  of  the  Type  and 

one  of  the  scarcer  dates.  San  Francisco  Mint  produced  309,000  Indian  Cents 
dated  1909  before  being  told  to  switch  to  the  new  Lincoln  Cent.  Probably 
coinage  would  have  been  higher  were  it  not  for  this  since  1908-S  is  more  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  coin  factory’s  capacity.  A  key  date.

Set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents,  1857  to  1909-S.  Extremely  Fine  to  Mint  State.  Except  for  the  1877  which  is  a  lovely  Very  Fine  30  specimen  (just  shy 
of  full  Extremely  Fine  status),  the  set  is,  on  balance,  Extremely  Fine  to  Mint  State,  including  many  of  the  early  issues  in  glowing  condition.  The  set  includes  the 
desirable  1864-L  and  1869/8  (now  considered  to  be  9/9  recut  date),  the  rare  aforementioned  1877,  and  1908-S  &  1909-S.  The  1909-S  has  glowing  mint  red 
brilliance.

216  1875-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Well  struck  first-year  issue.  To  dif¬ 
ferentiate  the  20<t  from  the  look-alike  Quarter  Dollar,  the  mint  left  the  edge 
plain  rather  than  reeded.  This  did  nothing,  however,  to  keep  the  public  from 
confusing  the  two  denominations.  At  the  end  of  1876,  only  two  years  into 
the  design,  the  mint  ceased  making  coins  for  circulation.

219  1831  Mint  State  60.  Medium  russet  and  antique  silver  color  around  the 
devices;  lighter  silvery  hue  on  the  portrait  and  eagle.  Mint  frost  everywhere; 
full  cap,  hair  curls,  clasp  and  drapery,  and  an  eagle  that  magnification  reveals 
t  be  magnificent!  First  year  that  this  Type  was  issued.  The  same  artist  who 
designed  the  1834-8  gold  $2.50  &  $5  also  designed  this  Small  Size  Bust 
Quarter  Dollar. 

220  1843  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Minor  surface  abrasions  are  more  visible 
than  they  might  otherwise  be  because  the  fields  are  semi-prooflike.  Brilliant; 
untoned.  A  scarcer  year;  comparable  dates  in  the  later  1850s  are  many  times 
more  common  than  a  date  such  as  this  from  the  1 840s. 

221  1844-0  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Scarce. 

222  1846  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  With  lovely  golden,  purple-gray,  and  sil¬ 
very  toning  —  a  charming  blend  and  all  original.  As  pleasing  to  the  eye  as 
the  toning  is,  the  strike  is  also  superb.  There  are  complete  radials  to  the  stars, 
and  full  claws  on  the  eagle.  The  only  weakness  is  some  minor  lack  of  defini¬ 
tion  at  the  leg  feathers.  This,  like  the  1843  in  Mint  State  61  offered  a 
moment  ago,  is  a  scarce  issue  in  all  upper  grades. 


223  1848  Doubled  Date.  Breen-3974.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  The  Juan 

XII  Suros  Specimen.  Brilliant  (dipped)  surfaces  without  heavy  bagmarks 
and  absolutely  no  impairments.  Complete  doubling  evident  on  all  date  dig¬ 
its  as  per  the  Breen  encyclopedia  photo.  This  was  struck  from  a  reverse  that 
has  “a  tiny  round  hole  (center  punch  in  hub?)  atop  farthest  l[eft]  gules  (red, 
relief)  strip  in  shield.”  Oddly,  the  same  peculiarity  recurs  on  other  reverses  as 
late  as  1858  as  well  as  on  some  Eagle  $  1 0  gold  reverses!  A  bold  recutting  vari¬ 
ety  and  sure  to  please  the  die  variety  specialist.

224  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  The  John  J.  Pittman  Specimen.  Fully  struck  with  sharp  head  of  Liberty,  stars  and  eagle.  Deep  mirror  fields 

on  the  obverse,  less  depth  to  the  reflectiveness  on  the  reverse  and  none  within  the  stripes  of  the  shield.  The  coin  has  a  sharp  square  edge  and  high  knife  rim.  There 
are  numerous  lint  marks  in  the  right  obverse  field,  a  few  in  the  left  obverse.  These  lint  marks  indicate  that  the  dies  were  polished  or  at  least  wiped  with  a  cloth 
before  the  coin  was  struck.  There  are  a  few  planchet  lines  in  the  fields,  present  at  the  time  of  striking,  including  a  long  one  in  the  right  obverse  field  that  runs 
under  the  pole.  A  tiny  planchet  chip  is  noted  in  the  field  at  the  3rd  star.  The  coin  has  beautiful  toning  with  sunset  shades  of  medium  reddish-gold  and  violet. 
There  are  a  few  light  hairlines,  but  no  serious  marks  or  problems,  and  this  may  actually  be  deserving  of  a  higher  grade  than  assigned  by  NGC  at  this  time.  Pur¬ 
chased  by  John  J.  Pittman  from  B.  Max  Mehl’s  Golden  Anniversary  Sale  featuring  the  Jerome  Kern  Collection,  Lot  1445,  for  $43.50.

In  the  words  of  Walter  Breen  (encyclopedia):  “The  portrait  of  Ms.  Lib¬ 
erty  is  after  a  drawing  by  Gilbert  Stuart,  modeled  by  Mrs.  William  Bing¬ 
ham  (nee  Ann  Willing),  Philadelphia  socialite  reputed  to  be  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  women  of  her  day — not  that  either  this  or  the  Gilbert  Stu¬ 
art  connection  could  be  proved  by  Scot’s  device  punch.  John  Eckstein  is 
credited  with  the  eagle;  the  palm  branches  were  originally  a  compliment 
to  Mint  Director  DeSaussure’s  South  Carolina  homeland,  but  by  the 
time  these  half  dollars  were  made,  the  device  was  an  anachronism,  as 
DeSaussure  had  long  since  resigned.”

The  first  year  that  the  mint  struck  coins  using  a  so- 
called  close  collar.  The  collar  is  what  imparted  the  reeding  or  milling  to  the 
edge  ot  the  coin.  Before  this,  edge  lettering  was  applied  before  the  planchets 
were  sent  to  the  coining  press.  The  close  collar  operation  saved  a  step,  thus 
increasing  efficiency  and  the  ability  to  strike  larger  coinage  totals.  Rare:  only 
1,200  or  so  minted  (estimates  vary  as  to  the  precise  number).

1842-0  Small  Date.  ANACS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Some  lus¬ 
ter  in  the  protected  areas,  minor  friction  on  the  high  points.  Free  from  marks 
or  other  detriment.  The  small  date  1842-0  is  very  rare  in  all  grades  and  car¬ 
ries  a  value  that  is  multiples  of  its  large  date  cousin.  Only  once  in  a  long  while 
does  a  nice  example  like  this  make  an  appearance.

luster  on  either  side,  unsullied  by  hairlines  or  shiny  marks,  while  the  rims  are 
full.

1916-D  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Brilliant  flashy  white  luster  on  either 
side  culminating  in  pale  grayish  gold  toning  at  the  rims.  The  luster  seems 
alive  as  it  dances  across  the  surface  of  the  coin.  Free  from  spotting,  free  from 
impairment,  fresh  as  it  is  this  coin  belongs  in  a  museum-quality  collection  or 
we  miss  our  bet.

Adolph  A.  Weinman’s  design  of  Liberty  striding  towards  the  sun  replaces 
Charles  Barber’s  more  stolid  Germanic  conception  of  Liberty  wearing  a 
liberty  cap.  “In  the  crook  of  her  ljeft]  arm  is  an  oversize  bundle  of  oak 
and  laurel  branches,”  explains  Breen,  who  expands  on  that  by  observing 
it  is  “said  to  be  for  military  and  civilian  honors.  On  her  feet  are  Roman 
cross-thonged  sandals;  on  her  head  is  the  same  kind  of  close-fitting  cap 
as  on  Weinman’s  dime,  though  here  apparently  wingless.”

at  first  glance,  a  very  presentable  specimen.  However,  inspection  reveals  some 
problems,  such  as  cleaning  and  burnishing.  Also  we  detect  a  possible  plug  at 
the  second  from  the  last  star  on  the  right.  This  affects  the  reverse  as  well. 
Tooling  noted  in  other  places.  On  the  plus  side,  the  strike  is  much  sharper 
than  average.  It  is  assumed  the  first  few  strikes  from  the  dies  were  properly 
balanced,  but  then  the  dies  became  misaligned  and  later  issues  (the  majority) 
are  often  very  weak  along  the  left  side  obverse  and  corresponding  area  on  the 
reverse.  Because  of  its  problems,  we  encourage  all  potential  bidders  to  inspect 
this  coin  first,  before  submitting  a  bid,  so  as  to  arrive  at  fair  value  for  what  is 
understandably  a  very  important  early  American  coin. 


381  1797  Draped  Bust.  Small  Eagle.  Stars  10  +  6.  Bolender-3.  NGC  graded 

About  Uncirculated  58.  Outstanding  original  color  (antique  lilac  and  silver 
gray  with  golden  undertones),  superb  rims,  and  handsome  appearance.  Two 
faint  diagonal  adjustment  lines  cross  the  reverse.  Well  struck  on  Liberty's  hair 
and  drapery.

382  1799  Bolender-21.  Die  crack  through  date  as  noted  in  Bolender.  About 

Uncirculated  55.  Whizzed,  though  now  beginning  to  tone.  Well  struck  on 
all  stars,  which  have  the  deepest  russet  toning  around  them;  the  fields  lus¬ 
trous  on  both  sides.  The  hair,  ribbon,  and  drapery  sharp.  Best  if  viewed 
before  bidding. 


383  1799  Bolender-15.  Die  break  from  end  of  branch  to  rim.  About  Uncir¬ 

culated  50.  Cleaned  and  retoned  but  not  otherwise  fussed  with;  now  unnat¬ 
ural  pearl-gray  hue.  A  couple  of  very  minor  rim  bruises.  In  general  the  coin 
is  acceptable  for  the  grade. 

Dollars  minted  in  1799  can  be  found  having  the  last  9  over  an  8,  or  the 
date  irregularly  placed  (as  here),  or  the  date  evenly  spaced  and  the  numer¬ 
als  in-line.

legends  and  stars,  lighter  in  the  open  fields  and  on  the  devices.  Excellent  sur¬ 
face  and  rims.  In  fact,  an  eye-pleasing  Bust  Dollar  if  ever  there  was  one,  and 
no  adjustment  marks. 


386  1803  Bolender-5.  Thin  top  3  too  high.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Almost 

completely  without  toning  and  therefore  displays  its  luster  to  the  fullest.  We 
estimate  there  is  close  to  eighty  percent  mint  bloom  on  either  side,  bright 
with  cartwheel  effect,  and  evidencing  only  mild  hairlines  and  very  few  marks. 
Centers  less  than  fully  struck,  though  the  areas  away  from  the  centers  are 
much  stronger.

387  1836  Gobrecht  Silver  Dollar.  Name  on  Base.  Eagle  flying  left  amid  stars. 

Brilliant  Proof  58.  Pale  gold  and  light  oyster-shell  gray  surfaces  with  areas 
that  shine  within  the  devices.  Well  struck  devices;  original,  undiminished 
rims  (no  knocks  or  bruises);  and  pleasing  smooth  fields.  One  of  the  rarest  Sil¬ 
ver  Dollar  Types. 

Suspension  of  Dollar  coinage  was  lifted  in  1831  (after  having  been  in  place 
for  close  to  25  years.  It  was  not  until  1835  that  steps  were  taken  to  resume 
coinage.  Late  that  year  Director  Patterson  ordered  engraver  Christian  Gob¬ 
recht  to  prepare  a  pair  of  dies  from  designs  by  Thomas  Sully  and  Titian  Peale. 
The  first  obverse  die  bore  the  seated  figure  of  Liberty  on  the  obverse  with  the 
inscription  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  below  the  base  of  Liberty.  Later,  this  inscrip¬ 
tion  was  placed  on  the  actual  base  itself  (incuse  letters).  Pieces  with  this 
design  were  struck  in  late  1836  on  the  1792  standard  of  4 16  grains.  The  pre¬ 
sent  offering  has  “medal”  aligned  dies  instead  of  the  more  typical  “coin” 
alignment.

385  1802  Bolender-6.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  30.  From  the  first  “A”  reverse  in 

which  a  leaf  points  to  the  left  tip  of  the  bottom  of  I  in  AMERICA.  Attrac¬ 
tive  antique  gray  toning,  silvery  in  the  fields,  duller  rubbed-silver  color  on  the 
relief  portions.  Only  the  slightest,  and  hence  inconsequential,  surface  abra¬ 
sions  from  its  few  years  in  circulation.  A  desirable  year  in  the  Bust  Dollar 
series.  A  total  of  41,650  minted. 


388  1844  Extremely  Fine  45.  Light  scratches  and  marks  plus  a  possible  rim 

defect  (wire  “strike  through”?)  in  no  way  detract  from  this  date’s  recognized 
rarity.  Seated  Dollar  coinage  ran  relatively  high  in  1842-3  but  then  plunged 
with  1844  and  1845.  These  were  Hard  Times  when  this  piece  was  issued, 
with  the  country  still  in  the  doldrums  after  the  Crash  of  1 837.  Mintage  fig¬ 
ures  reflect  the  fact  and  are  the  main  reason  1844  Seated  Dollars  are  seldom 
offered  and  why,  too,  the  date  is  on  many  a  collector’s  want  list.

389  1847  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck  on  Liberty,  and  an  equally 
sharp  eagle.  Prooflike  obverse,  semiprooflike  on  the  reverse.  A  very  choice 
specimen  that  is  perfect  for  a  Type  Set. 

390  1847  ANACS  graded  “Unc  Details  /  Net  MS60.  Artificially  Toned.”  The 

toning,  which  isn’t  objectionable  in  any  way,  consists  of  mottled  hues  of  gold, 
lavender  gray  and  blue.  The  luster  beneath  is  vibrant  for  an  early  Seated  Dol¬ 
lar  year.

398  1858  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  A  superb  example  of  this  Proof-only  rarity, 
one  of  the  keys  in  the  series  and  seldom  encountered  in  other  than  hairlined 
condition.  This  has  NGC  premier  ‘65’  marker  and  exhibits  deep  original 
toning  that  is  spotfree  and  without  blemish.  The  rims,  square  and  sharp.  All 
devices  impressive  to  view,  especially  under  a  magnifying  glass!  (NGC  hold¬ 
er  567452-011) 

From  the  Bowers  encyclopedia  describing  this  rare  issue:  “The  1858,  the  soli¬ 
tary  Proof-only  issue  among  34  dates  of  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollars,  for 
decades  has  been  a  numismatic  Brocken  specter-a  coin  larger  than  reality,  an 
object  of  collecting  desire,  a  badge  of  accomplishment,  a  game  prize  sought 
by  some  coin  buyers  who  don’t  even  collect  Liberty  Seated  dollars  but,  some¬ 
how,  want  the  distinction  that  comes  with  owning  a  dollar  of  this  date.  This 
is  the  Liberty  Seated  series’  counterpart  to  the  Proof-only  1895  dollar  in  the 
Morgan  series. 

“The  year  1858  is  remembered  in  the  annals  of  numismatics  as  the  first  time 
that  the  Mint  advertised  Proof  sets  for  sale  to  the  general  public.  In  earlier 
years,  the  few  collectors  wanting  Proof  sets  had  no  problem.  The  Mint  was 
always  glad  to  comply  with  requests  for  them.  However,  knowledge  of  their 
availability  was  not  widespread. 

“How  many  1858  dollars  were  made?  This,  one  of  the  most  famous  dates  in 
the  Liberty  Seated  series,  is  known  only  with  Proof  finish.  For  over  a  centu¬ 
ry,  dealers  and  collectors  repeated  the  Chapman  brothers’  estimate  of  only  80 
coins,  virtually  ignoring  S.K.  Harzfeld’s  figure  of  75  or  fewer.  Other  old-time 
estimates  have  ranged  as  high  as  200,  with  the  suggestion  that  restrikes  were 
made,  possibly  in  the  1860s.  In  modern  times,  estimates  have  tended  to  be 
higher.” 

399  1859-S  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Medium  antique-gray  finish. 
Nice  surfaces.  This  is  the  first  San  Francisco  Mint  date  in  the  series.  A  scarce 
coin,  the  mintage  topped  at  a  mere  20,000  pieces  and  the  average  grade  seen 
is  Good  or  Very  Good. 


400  1860  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Minor  hairlines  in  the  fields.  Almost  com¬ 

pletely  brilliant  except  for  a  small  area  at  the  lower  right  obverse  that  has 
toned.  Liberty  and  eagle  frosted  against  a  mirror  field  that  exhibits  a  watery 
effect  when  the  coin  is  tilted  back  and  forth.  A  scarce  early  Proof.  Mintage: 
1 ,330  although  an  unknown  number  were  probably  returned  to  the  mint  for 
melting. 


401  1860-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Full  silver-white  frostiness,  with  a 

few  —  but  only  inconsequential  —  little  bagmarks.  Very  choice. 


402  1861  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Nicely  toned.  Excellent  detail  in  the 

eagle’s  feathers,  its  shield  and  claws,  and  for  the  obverse,  bold  design  from  the 
stars  to  the  hair  on  Liberty,  her  gown  and  the  shield  at  her  side.  1861  is  much 
scarcer  than  1860-dated  pieces.  Mintage:  78,500. 


LOVELY  CAMEO  PROOF  1865  SEATED  DOLLAR 


403  1865  NGC  graded  Cameo  Proof  64.  A  coin  that  boasts  light  dappled  gold¬ 
en  russet  toning  over  what  are  in  all  other  ways  untoned  surfaces.  The  fields, 
this  being  a  well-preserved  Proof,  are  choice  and  watery;  the  devices,  razor- 
sharp  an  incontestably  gorgeous,  are  snowy  white.  This  produces  the  cameo 
look.  And  it  also  means  this  is  one  of  only  a  few  that  survive  in  this  fashion. 
Certainly  the  original  mintage  explains  why:  only  500  pieces  issued. 

404  1867  Brilliant  Proof  63.  The  early  beginnings  of  purplish  blue  color  at  the 
rim,  combined  with  a  few  areas  that  are  white  and  hazy.  But  overall  the  fields 
are  dark  with  mirror  depth  while  the  devices  are  in  sharp  raised  detail  indica¬ 
tive  of  its  double  striking  by  the  dies.  One  of  only  625  Proofs  struck  in  1867.

405  1867  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Coruscating  luster  throughout  the  fields 

in  which  frostiness  competes  with  semi-prooflike  reflectivity.  And  while  most 
of  the  central  motif  is  untoned,  there  has  begun  to  form  heather-brown  and 
blue  patina  at  the  rim  and  rim  denticles.  Lastly,  let  it  be  noted  the  strike  is 
exceptional  for  a  Seated  Dollar  of  1 867.  Complete  in  the  stars,  a  full  head  of 
hair,  and  an  eagle  resplendent  from  neck  feathers  to  shield  and  in  the  claws, 
arrows,  and  leafy  branch.

On  the  Trade  Dollar’s  origin:  Trade  between  the  United  States  and  the 
countries  of  China  and  Japan  increased  around  1869  or  1870.  The 
favorite  coin  used  commercially  in  those  countries  was  the  silver  peso  of 
Mexico.  Merchants  had  to  pay  premiums  for  pesos,  since  the  Asian  mer¬ 
chants  would  accept  no  other  coins. 

When  it  was  discovered  that  the  heavier  Mexican  coin  was  taking  the 
Asian  trade  from  us,  a  petition  was  sent  to  Congress  by  the  western  trade 
bodies  through  the  medium  of  the  California  Legislature,  requesting  the 
authorization  of  the  coinage  of  a  silver  dollar  of  420  grains,  900  fine, 
which  would  be  of  the  exact  value  of  the  Mexican  coin  and  therefore  suit¬ 
able  for  this  trade. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Geo.  S.  Boutwell,  regarding 
the  bill  which  became  the  Act  of  1873,  John  Jay  Knox,  Comptroller  of 
the  Currency,  said:  If,  however,  such  a  coin  is  authorized,  it  should  be 
issued  only  as  a  commercial  dollar,  not  as  a  standard  unit  of  account. 

As  a  result  of  this  agitation  two  pattern  commercial  dollars  were  struck 
during  this  year.  Only  one  commercial  reverse  was  ever  made  since  by  the 
Act  of  1873  this  denomination  officially  became  the  Trade  dollar.

PCGS  graded 
Proof  63.  Delightful  cameo  contrast  between  the  perfection  of  Liberty’s 
frosted  visage  and  the  mirror-like  field  that  surrounds.  This  is  one  of  a  select 
few  Proofs  struck  by  the  Mint  at  the  behest  of  noted  early  20th  century 
numismatist,  Farran  Zerbe,  past  president  of  the  United  States.  (It  was  also 
Zerbe’s  effort  that  caused  the  mint  to  strike  a  Silver  Dollar  commemorating 
the  peace  after  World  War  II.)

647  1893  Isabella  Quarter  Dollar.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  68.  Superb!  Pop¬ 

ulation:  7/0.  Almost  impossible  to  describe  without  a  person  holding  while 
reading  this,  since  the  luster  approaches  perfection,  the  strike  is  needle-sharp. 
From  the  central  high  points  to  the  open  spaces  in  the  fields  on  either  side, 
the  luster  is  creamy  smooth  or  perhaps  satiny,  with  complete  absence  of 
imperfections.

Both  sides  are 
delightfully  original  and  gleaming,  the  luster  almost  dancing  across  the  sur¬ 
face.  Further,  both  sides  are  also  boldly  struck.  The  detail  can  be  seen  in  the 
Queen’s  blouse  and  hair  net  as  well  as  all  jewels  in  the  crown. 

Designs  by  Charles  E.  Barber.  The  obverse  bears  a  likeness  of  Queen  Ysabel- 
la  (Isabella),  the  Spanish  ruler  who  advanced  funds  to  pay  for  Columbus’s 
voyage  to  the  New  World.  On  the  reverse.  Barber  honors  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  who  were  promoters  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  held  in  Chica¬ 
go  in  1892-3.  In  total,  there  were  40,000  Isabellas  authorized.  Only  24,191 
were  ultimately  sold  (including  103  Proofs),  the  remainder  being  melted. 

649  1893  Isabella  Quarter  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Primarily 
untoned  and  white,  though  having  the  luster  subdued  somewhat  by  pale  nat¬ 
ural  haziness.  Choice  throughout,  including  a  full  crown  and  blouse  detail  on 
Queen  Isabella.  The  coin  was  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  and 
was  sold  in  conjunction  with  the  Columbian  Half  Dollars  of  1892-3  at  the 
World’s  Columbian  Exposition  held  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  The  event  com¬ 
memorated  was  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  European  discovery  of  the 
America’s  by  Christopher  Columbus. 

650  1893  Isabella  Quarter  Dollar.  Mint  State  60.  Deeply  prooflike  fields  and 
sharp,  square  rims  should  be  taken  into  consideration  when  bidding.  The 
design  is  as  sharp  as  any  seen  on  a  Proof  of  this  issue,  plus  there  is  a  low  knife 
rim  along  the  wide  border,  suggesting  that  the  coin  was  struck  at  the  very 
least  under  higher-than-normal  pressure. 


651  1900  Lafayette  Dollar.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Natural  gold  and 
medium  antique  silver  color,  with  the  underlying  fields  and  devices  very 
choice.  As  to  the  strike  —  also  very  choice,  full  on  Washington’s  wig. 

America’s  first  Commemorative  Silver  Dollar,  the  designs  were  by  Charles  E. 
Barber  after  an  engraving  of  Houdon’s  bust  of  Washington.  On  the  reverse. 
Barber  depicted  the  Lafayette  equestrian  statue  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of 
1900.  Lafayette  Dollars  were  sold  to  defray  part  of  the  cost  of  completing 
Paul  Wayland  Bartlett’s  statue  of  the  French  General,  then  under  construc¬ 
tion  in  Paris  for  display  at  the  exposition.  Out  of  an  authorization  for  50,000 
pieces,  36,000  were  sold,  the  remainder  being  melted. 

652  1900  Lafayette  Dollar.  Mint  State  63.  Dusky  lavender  and  blue  toning. 
Both  obverse  and  reverse  choice,  lustrous,  and  free  of  defects. 
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1921  Alabama.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  doozie  of  a  coin,  bursting 
with  brilliance  and  dazzling,  both  sides  impeccable  in  the  preservation.  Lus¬ 
ter  found  on  the  majority  of  Alabamas  is  uninspiring  at  best.  Once  in  awhile, 
though,  a  spectacular  Gem  Mint  State  65  is  located,  and  this  is  one  such 
specimen.  We  encourage  strong  bidding  from  the  room. 


Struck  to  commemorate  the  centennial  of  Alabama’s  statehood  (1819).  The 
date  on  the  coin — 1821 — is  solely  the  year  of  mintage  as  required  by  law.  For 
the  obverse,  designer  James  Earle  Fraser  chose  to  include  William  Bibb, 
Alabama’s  first  governor  (1816-20),  and  Thomas  Kilby,  governor  of  the  state 
when  the  coins  were  minted.  On  the  reverse,  the  warlike  eagle  is  that  on  the 
Alabama  state  seal,  with  the  motto  HERE  WE  REST  on  the  ribbon  held  in 
the  eagle’s  beak.  Two  Alabama  issues  were  made,  one  having  a  small  “2x2 
stamped  into  the  field  (incuse)  honoring  Alabama  as  the  22nd  state.  Six 
thousand  of  these  were  sold.  The  other,  where  the  2x2  was  ground  off  the  die 
comprised  the  remaining  59,000  pieces  sold. 


1921  Alabama.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Silvery,  somewhat  muted  lus¬ 
ter.  Very  choice  all-round  in  the  strike,  the  problem-free  rims,  the  cleanliness 
of  the  fields  and  devices.

1921  Alabama  2x2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Fresh  off  the  dies  in  its 
appearance  and  silvery  whiteness,  with  complete  design  in  the  hair  and  on 
the  shoulder  of  both  busts.

680  1922  Grant  Memorial.  With  Star.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Stunning 

originality  in  this  rare  issue.  A  full  strike;  pristine  fields  and  devices,  spot-free 
and  gleaming. 

In  order  to  sell  extra  Grant  Commemoratives  to  the  public,  the  commission 
releasing  these  arrogated  to  themselves  a  lesson  learned  from  the  Alabama 
commission  people  the  year  before.  They  had  the  mint  stamp  a  tiny  star  into 
the  obverse  field  above  the  word  GRANT.  A  total  of  4,256  were  so  counter- 
punched  while  each  coin  was  in  the  die  so  as  not  to  cause  a  flat  spot  to  appear 
on  the  opposite  side.  Only  a  few  people  were  hoodwinked  by  this  sly  trick. 
Todays  collector,  therefore,  has  very  few  nice  Grant  with  Star  examples  from 
which  to  choose.  The  present  coin  is  far  better  than  most. 


684  1935  Hudson.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Pale  golden  color  that  deep¬ 

ens,  on  the  reverse,  to  russet  brown  along  the  rim  border.  Frosty;  exceeding¬ 
ly  fresh  and  original;  free  from  the  usual  shiny  bagmarks. 

The  city  of  Hudson,  New  York  was  founded  in  1785  and  the  obverse,  by 
Chester  Beach,  depicts  Henry  Hudson’s  ship  the  Half  Moon.  On  the  obverse. 
King  Neptune  straddles  a  spouting  whale  hind  end  foremost,  while  a  triton 
blows  a  conch  shell  in  the  background.  There  were  10,000  coins  struck,  all 
sold  on  behalf  of  the  “Hudson  Sesquicentennial  Committee”  which  probably 
consisted  of  the  mayor  and  city  fathers.  These  were  supposed  to  be  sold  to 
the  public  for  $1  apiece,  but  most  ended  up  in  hoards  that  speculators  later 
released  in  small  quantities  at  much  higher  prices  during  the  1935-6  Com¬ 
memorative  boom.  (For  trivia  buffs,  the  Hudson  is  the  only  Commemorative 
that  had  a  larger  total  mintage  than  the  population  of  the  city  being  com¬ 
memorated.  Hudson’s  1980  population  was  7,986!) 


681  1922  Grant.  With  Star.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Bright,  silvery  luster; 
average  detail  on  Grant’s  hair.  A  coin  that  comes  within  a  shadow  of  being 
full-bore  Mint  State  65. 

682  1922  Grant  Memorial.  No  Star.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  First  of  two 
amazing  Mint  State  66  Grant  Half  Dollars  from  this  consignor,  without  and 
with  star.  The  pale  toning  (which  is  quite  lovely  on  this  without  star  speci¬ 
men)  makes  nicely  complements  the  crisp  silvery  luster.  Fields  are  bagmark 
free;  devices  bold  throughout  including  Grant’s  scalp  and  sideburn,  two  areas 
which  often  lack  definition. 

Ulysses  S.  Grant,  Civil  War  general  and  later  president,  died  in  1885.  His 
birth  in  1822  is  commemorated  here  by  the  artist  Laura  Gardin  Fraser  after 
a  photograph  by  the  famed  Civil  War  photographer,  Matthew  Brady.  Grant 
was  born  in  a  traditional  frame  house  of  the  period,  but  this  has  come  down 
to  us  as  a  “log  cabin.”  The  house  depicted  is  correct.  Some  consider  Grant  as 
our  worst  president  because  of  the  scandals  which  rocked  his  administration; 
perhaps  he  should  more  charitably  be  described  as  a  soft  touch  for  his  schem¬ 
ing  “friends.”  Two  Half  Dollar  Commemoratives  and  two  Gold  Dollars  were 
struck,  one  of  each  with  or  without  star  before  Grant’s  bust. 


683  1928  Hawaiian.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Brilliant  surfaces,  mint-fresh 

with  gleaming  luster.  As  handsome  as  any  found  in  this  grade.  A  coin  that 
displays  the  mint’s  workmanship  to  the  fullest. 

The  Hawaiian  Commemorative  was  struck  to  observe  Hawaii  s  first  sighting 
by  Europeans  when  Captain  Cook  and  his  robust  crew  chanced  upon  the 
isles  one  fine  day  in  1778.  Cook  would  return  to  Hawaii  on  his  second  voy¬ 
age  the  next  year,  where,  through  a  misunderstanding  between  the  local  res¬ 
idents  and  a  few  of  the  crew  members  over  a  stolen  rowboat,  he  was  stabbed 
in  the  back,  dismembered,  and  (if  the  history  books  do  not  lie)  fed  to  the 
dogs!  Following  mediation,  his  heart  and  bones  were  retrieved  and  given  back 
with  all  due  reverence  to  his  dumbfounded  shipmates.  The  vessel  set  sail  back 
to  England  for  a  sad,  if  well-attended,  funeral. 


685  1935  Hudson.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Pale  silver-rose  toning.  A  gem. 

686  1924  Huguenot.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Heavy  mint  frostiness  with- 

•  out  a  bit  of  discoloration,  crisp,  supremely  original.  A  pleasing  coin  and  a 

handsome  one,  to  say  the  least. 

687  1946  Iowa.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Silver-blue  luster.  A 

jewel. 

688  1925  Lexington.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65. 

689  1918  Lincoln.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  A  bit  of  toning,  a 
bundle  of  mint  frost,  gleaming  and  original.  Lincolns  are  noted  for  their 
sharpness,  and  this  is  one  of  the  best  seen.  The  issue  is  the  only  Commemo¬ 
rative  Half  Dollar  made  between  1915  and  1920  and  was  for  the  centennial 
of  the  state  of  Illinois. 


690  1918  Lincoln.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Wonderful  surfaces,  a 
full,  sharp  strike,  a  decidedly  beautiful  toning  that  runs  the  gamut  from  sun¬ 
set  reddish  gold  to  deep  blue  and  steel  iridescence.  Marvel  at  it.  Then  place  a 
worthy  bid. 

691  1936  Long  Island.  Mint  State  63.  1936  Robinson.  Mint  State  63.  1935- 
S  San  Diego.  Mint  State  64.  Lot  of  3  coins.

1936  Lynchburg.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Exquisite  surfaces 
and  strike,  and  doubly  so  in  its  toning,  which  includes  multicolor  hues  on 
both  sides.  Should  be  seen!

693  1936  Lynchburg.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Outstanding  qual¬ 

ity  in  a  Lynchburg:  the  fields  fresh  and  original,  while  the  color  has  the  gold¬ 
en  russet  hue  of  a  coin  that  remained  in  its  issue  card  for  years  and  years.  This 
sort  of  toning  is  referred  to  as  “tab”  color,  from  the  cardboard  “tabs”  that 
often  are  found  holding  a  coin  in  place  in  one  of  these  early  issue  cards  or 
holders.  (Mintage:  20,000) 


694  1920  Maine.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Luster  that  is  as  white  as  new- 

fallen  snow  on  a  brilliant  sunny  day.  Blinding  it  is,  and  incredibly  beautiful 
when  one  remembers  that  the  majority  of  Maine  Commemoratives  are  not 
found  this  sharp.  Anyone  wishing  to  treat  themselves  in  the  New  Year  to  a 
special  coin  would  be  advised  to  consider  this  superb  piece. 


699  1921  Missouri  2x4.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  In  the  same  league  and 

condition  as  the  other  NGC  Mint  State  65  coin  from  this  consignor:  bril¬ 
liant,  superlative  quality,  all  original  and  —  the  key  ingredient  —  wonderful 
eye  appeal.  Either  or  both  Missouri  variety  would  make  a  splendid  addition 
to  a  top-quality  Gem  Commemorative  set  or  collection. 


700  1921  Missouri  2x4.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Scarcer  of  the  two  vari¬ 

eties  of  this  Type.  A  frosty  coin  that  boasts  an  excellent  strike  and  full  rim-to- 
rim  luster. 


701  1923-S  Monroe.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Almost  entirely  silvery  white 

on  the  obverse  (except  for  a  blush  of  gold  color  here  and  there),  while  the 
reverse  is  encompassed  by  wonderful  reds  and  antique  silver-golds  from 
where  it  rested  against  the  issue  holder.  Monroes  as  a  rule  seldom  are  found 
frosty.  This,  which  is  one  of  the  few  exceptions,  is  intensely  frosty,  rich,  agree¬ 
able,  a  piece  hard  to  surpass. 

Struck  in  commemoration  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  President  James  Mon¬ 
roes  doctrine  of 'hands  off  to  any  would-be  imperialists  attempting  to  horn 
in  on  Americas  presence  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  Charles  Beach  por¬ 
trayed  conjoined  busts  of  Monroe  and  John  Adams  on  the  obverse,  and  an 
unusually  rendered  North  and  South  American  continent  consisting  of  two 
contorted  female  figures.  The  net  effect  is  quite  original  on  an  American 
coin,  commemorative  or  otherwise.  A  total  of  274,000  were  delivered,  to  be 
sold  for  $1  each;  a  great  many  were  put  into  circulation,  however,  or  spent, 
which  accounts  for  the  numerous  worn  pieces. 

702  1923-S  Monroe.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Original  dusky  silver-gray 
toning  above  impeccably  choice  fields  and  devices.  Without  question  a  frosty 
gem. 


695  1920  Maine.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Sleek  luster,  original  light  ton¬ 
ing,  and  a  very  sharp  strike.  A  no-questions-asked  Gem. 

696  1920  Maine.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Natural  light  to  medium  ton¬ 
ing.  Silvery  luster. 

697  1934  Maryland.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Natural  oyster-shell  gray 
with  silvery  sheen  to  the  luster.  Fresh;  original;  unaffected  by  time  or  the  ele¬ 
ments  —  meaning  that  it  is  without  hairlining,  spot-free.  A  gem. 


698  1921  Missouri.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  wonderful  bright  mint  white 

Commemorative.  As  splendid  and  silvery  as  the  day  it  was  produced;  and 
sharply  struck.  The  cap  on  the  pioneer  is  complete,  as  is  the  raccoons  tail  dan¬ 
gling  down  in  back.  On  the  reverse,  too,  is  to  be  found  spectacular  detail, 
including  the  areas  which  often  are  found  weak  on  the  Missouri  issues.  Well 
worth  considering. 


703  1938  New  Rochelle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Prooflike.  Lightly  toned. 

704  1936  New  Rochelle.  Mint  State  63.  Lightly  toned;  glowing  luster.  A  choice 
example. 

705  1936  Norfolk.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  68.  Superb!  Medium  to  deep  iri¬ 
descent  gold  to  amber  red  “tab”  toning  on  either  side.  The  toning  arises  from 
the  issue  card.  Norfolks,  as  was  the  case  with  many  other  Commemoratives, 
were  sent  to  their  purchasers  in  a  mailing  envelope,  carefully  guarded  in  a 
cardboard  “slit-holder”  with  the  coin  resting  behind  one  and  sometimes  two 
little  tabs  to  keep  it  in  place.  A  similar  looking  cardboard  holder  (only  larg¬ 
er)  is  used  at  holiday  times  in  grocery  stores  check-out  lines  and  restaurants 
for  people  to  donate  Quarters  to  some  worthy  cause. 

706  1933-D  Oregon.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Gorgeous  luster  and  color, 
a  razor-sharp  strike,  and  the  importance  of  being  the  only  coin  other  than  the 
Lincoln  Cent  struck  at  this  mint  in  1933.  Mintage:  5,008. 

707  1934-D  Oregon.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Intense  silvery  blue  radi¬ 
ance.  A  gorgeous  original  specimen  that  has  many  admirable  qualities. 

708  1936-S  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Mintage  almost  identical  to 
the  1933-D:  5,006. 

709  1937-D  Oregon.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Original  toning; 
pristine  luster  and  surface  freshness.  A  wonderful  Oregon  Trail  Commemo¬ 
rative  that  would  fit  right  in  with  a  collection  of  museum-class  coins. 

710  1939-S  Oregon.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Last  year  that  Oregon  frails 
were  issued  and  also  the  date  having  the  lowest  mintage:  3,000.

71 1  1915-S  Panama-Pacific.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  With  lovely  multi¬ 

color  toning  on  both  sides  —  golds,  greenish  blue,  and  glorious  purplish  red 
—  and  all  from  the  circumstances  in  which  it  was  stored  for  many  years,  like¬ 
ly  an  original  issue  envelope  although  the  envelope  fails  to  survive.  What  does 
survive  is  a  first-rate  specimen  in  this  illustrious  grade.  Among  the  hand¬ 
somest  Commemoratives  of  them  all,  this  Pan-Pacific  deserves  a  place  in  a 
world-class  set. 

Coins  were  struck  in  conjunction  with  the  large  celebration  held  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  in  1915  to  announce  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  The  Half  Dol¬ 
lar  was  conceived  by  Charles  E.  Barber,  one  of  the  mint’s  engravers.  It  fea¬ 
tures  Liberty  and  a  child  on  the  obverse.  Liberty  is  holding  two  sprigs  of  flow¬ 
ers  while  behind,  the  sun  sets  between  the  southern  and  northern  outcrop¬ 
pings  of  the  Golden  Gate,  entrance  to  San  Francisco  Bay.  Barber  placed  a 
wingspread  eagle  on  the  reverse,  having  it  stand  atop  the  union  shield  rather 
than  the  shield  superimposed  on  its  breast  as  was  the  tradition  up  till  then. 
In  all,  27,314  were  sold  out  of  an  original  authorized  mintage  of  60,000.  The 
unsold  pieces  were  remelted. 


712  1915-S  Panama- Pacific.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Squarely  in  the  gem 

class,  as  indicated  by  its  crisp  white  luster  (mint-fresh,  untarnished),  and 
sharp  detail.  A  full  head  on  the  standing  figures  —  often  this  part  of  the 
design  fails  to  strike  properly  and  is  left  flat  or  lacking  detail.  In  all  other 
respects  this  meets  or  exceeds  the  strict  requirements  for  Mint  State  65  sta¬ 
tus! 

713  1920  Pilgrim.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Lightly  toned  at  the  rims;  daz¬ 
zling  luster  everywhere  that  is  gleaming  and  bright. 

714  1920  Pilgrim.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Gold  and  rose  colored  toning. 
Superb. 

715  1921  Pilgrim.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Scarcer  of  the  two  Pilgrim 
dates  and  another  remarkable  original  toned  Uncirculated  gem. 

716  1936  Rhode  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66. 

717  1936  Rhode  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66. 

718  1936  Rhode  Island.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66. 

719  1936-D  Rhode  Island.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.

A  spot-free  gem. 

721  1937  Roanoke.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Beautiful  wisps  of

gold  pastel  iridescence  atop  mint-fresh  silvery  radiance.  Downright  gorgeous 
and  surely  worth  preserving  in  a  museum-class  set  of  Commemorative  Half 
Dollars. 

723  1937  Roanoke.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Colorful  (and 
vibrant)  toning  on  either  side,  a  coin  that  surpasses  the  vast  majority  of  sur¬ 
viving  numbers  and  ranks  it  among  the  prettiest  you  will  find.  Or  if  pretty  is 
too  much  of  a  prissy  word,  then  we  suggest  an  alternate;  handsome.  For 
indeed,  the  Roanoke  has  one  of  the  better,  handsomer  designs  among  Com¬ 
memoratives  of  the  1930s.  It  is  scarce,  too,  as  the  figure  below  shows. 

Local  celebration  at  the  old  Fort  Raleigh  on  Roanoke  Island,  North  Caroli¬ 
na.  On  the  obverse  is  a  bust  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  English  adventurer,  while 
the  reverse  depicts  Eleanor  Dare  holding  the  infant  Virginia  Dare,  first  Chris¬ 
tian  child  born  in  Virginia.  William  Marks  Simpson,  of  Baltimore,  designed 
the  coin.  There  were  29,000  sold  in  all  at  $1.65  each,  with  an  additional  50 
prooflike  presentation  pieces  made.  (These  latter  have  their  satin  finish  some¬ 
what  resembling  that  on  “Roman  Gold”  Proofs  of  1909-10.) 

724  1936  Robinson.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Sometimes  this  is  referred  to 
as  the  “Robinson-Arkansas”  since  it  combines  the  Arkansas  Type  on  the 
reverse  with  a  new  obverse  that  honors  a  local  native  son,  Joseph  T.  Robin¬ 
son.  Superb;  attractive  toning. 

725  1937  Roanoke.  Mint  State  64.  Dazzling  brilliance,  totally  mint-fresh  white 
luster. 

726  1935-S  San  Diego.  Possible  Satin  Finish  Proof.  Though  lightly  cleaned, 
this  has  many  characteristics  found  on  the  unauthorized  satin  Proofs  known 
of  the  issue.  Should  be  inspected.  Square  rims;  bold,  sharp  strike  on  tower  on 
reverse  —  highly  unusual  for  a  business  strike  1935-S. 

727  1935-S  San  Diego.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Beautiful  orig¬ 
inal  toning  with  pristine  luster. 


728  1936-D  San  Diego.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  From  a  con¬ 

signment  of  several  beautifully  toned  Commemoratives,  this  piece  offers  an 
array  of  colors  in  its  all-natural  toning.  Golds,  greenish  to  blue,  sunset  to 
magenta,  with  subtleties  too  beautiful  and  difficult  to  describe  in  mere  words. 
Rest  assured  this  coin  exceeds  the  requirements  for  the  grade;  and  rest  assured 
the  new  owner  will  be  the  center  of  attention  when  he  displays  it  proudly  to 
his  friends  and  associates. 

The  obverse  has  been  adapted  from  the  California  state  seal.  Despite  the 
word  LIBERTY  the  allegorical  female  is  meant  to  be  Minerva,  goddess  of 
wisdom.  For  the  reverse,  sculptor  Robert  Aitken  chose  to  depict  two  of  the 
exposition  buildings,  the  Chapel  of  St.  Francis  (domed  structure)  and  the 
California  Tower.  The  California-Pacific  International  Exposition  was  con¬ 
sidered  a  world’s  fair  in  its  day  and  was  the  second  such  event  held  in  San 
Diego  (the  earlier  one  in  1915).  It  consisted  of  1400  acres  of  events  in  Bal¬ 
boa  Park  and  drew  an  estimated  3,750,000  visitors.  Coins  struck  in  1935 
bear  the  San  Francisco  mintmark  while  those  of  1936  have  a  “D”  for  Den¬ 
ver. 
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MAGNIFICENTLY  TONED  SESQUICENTENNIAL 


29  1926  Sesquicentennial.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  With  oceans  of  deep 

sunset  red  and  gold  toning  on  both  sides,  sleek,  iridescent.  A  truly  impressive 
Sesquicentennial  this  is.  And  one  of  the  higher  grades  since,  as  a  rule,  Sesqui 
Half  Dollars  are  found  with  either  uninspiring  luster  or  are  downright 
scuffed  from  mishandling  by  earlier  owners  (a  large  percentage  of  the 
mintage  was  bought  not  by  collectors  but  by  the  general  populace  when  this 
issue  came  out). 


730  1926  Sesquicentennial.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Splendid  gem-qual¬ 

ity  pearl-white  luster  that  has  natural  old-time  toning  at  the  outer  portions 
near  the  rims. 

Struck  for  sale  at  the  Sesquicentennial  Exposition  held  in  Philadelphia  June 
1  to  November  30,  1926.  The  obverse  has  conjoined  busts  of  Washington 
and  Calvin  Coolidge,  president  at  the  time.  Although  it  was  then  against  the 
law  to  portray  a  living  person  on  a  United  States  coin  (and  still  is,  in  spite  of 
several  recent  lapses  in  following  the  law),  this  was  apparently  overlooked 
when  the  president  was  given  the  shared  spotlight  was  America’s  first  presi¬ 
dent.  For  the  reverse,  designer  John  R.  Sinnock  used  the  Liberty  bell.  This 
was  the  identical  motif  he  would  employ  22  years  later  when  he  composed 
the  Franklin  Half  Dollar.  Net  mintage  was  140,592,  the  issue  price  being  $1. 
The  Sesquicentennial  coins,  similar  to  many  other  commemorative  issues, 
had  also  a  corresponding  U.S.  stamp  issued  for  the  event. 


1926  Sesquicentennial.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Superlative  toning 
accompanying  first  rate  luster  and  surface  preservation.  The  toning  deep  sun¬ 
set  red  and  rose  on  both  sides,  which  is  contrary  to  many  Sesquicentennial 
Half  Dollars  which  tend  towards  dullish  russet  or  gray.  Expect  some  compe¬ 
tition  on  this  one. 

732  1926  Sesquicentennial.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.

736  1935  Spanish  Trail.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Boldly  struck;  the  fields 

and  devices  superb. 

The  obverse  has  a  punning  head  of  a  cow  in  honor  of  Alvar  Nunez  Cabeza 
de  Vaca  (Cabeza  de  Vaca  being  Spanish  for  “head  of  a  cow”).  Nunez  explored 
the  Old  Spanish  Trail  region  in  1 528.  The  reverse  delineates  (none  to  accu¬ 
rately)  his  path  from  Florida  to  El  Paso,  Texas  along  with  a  yucca  tree  at  cen¬ 
ter,  a  common  regional  plant.  L.  W.  Hoffecker  designed  the  coin  along  with 
Edmund  J.  Senn,  an  El  Paso  sculptor  who  translated  the  sketches  into  plas¬ 
ter  models.  A  total  of  10,000  were  struck,  the  authorized  mintage. 

737  1925  Stone  Mountain.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  As  brilliant  and  glit¬ 
tery  as  a  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  fresh  from  a  roll!  Unusual  to  see  in  this 
variety. 

738  1925  Stone  Mountain.  Mint  State  65.  Light  golden  to  greenish  iridescent 
toning  at  the  outer  margin;  silvery  white  and  superb  everywhere  else.  A  fully 
struck  gem.

One  feature  of  the  coin  that  came  in  for 
censure  was  the  “vulture-like”  eagle;  no  one,  it  seems,  had  latched  onto  the 
fact  (except  possibly  Coppini  himself  and  Breen  who  reports  on  it)  that  the 
bird  is  similar  to  the  Mexican  national  emblem  and  thus  would  have  sym¬ 
bolized  Texas’s  early  Mexican  heritage.

LIBERTE  FRANCOISE 
above.  The  reverse  inscription  refers  to  the  national  convention  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Artists  of  Lyon,  “Made  from  cloche  metal  in  1792”.  An  interesting 
crossover  piece  of  history  with  associations  to  our  own  Independence  move¬ 
ment. 

“Cloche  metal”  is  also  referred  to  as  “pur  metal  de  cloche”  or  pure  bell 
metal.  The  metal  was  an  alloy  of  copper  and  smelted  church  bells,  and  is 
commonly  called  “Bell  Metal”  as  well.  The  medal  was  produced  to  dis¬ 
play  the  product  of  bell  metal. 


768  Large  Silver  Medal.  1782  “Frisia  Recognizes  American  Independence. 
Betts  602.  44  mm.  Approx.  500  grains.  About  Uncirculated.  Prooflike. 
Lightly  toned;  choice  surfaces.  Designs  for  this  handsome  medal  are  by 
B.C.V.  Calker.

Rejected  at  right 
is  a  figure  of  Britannia,  a  leopard,  and  a  viper  in  the  grass.  The  reverse  has  a 
multi-line  inscription  of  the  Leeuwarden  Society  for  Freedom  and  Glory. 
This  medal  is  for  recognition  of  American  Independence  by  the  Dutch  state 
of  Friesland.  A  similar  medal  in  Choice  Uncirculated  condition  sold  in  a 
Stack’s  sale  of  January  1998  for  $880.

8  is  more  like  that  of  a  script  numeral  rather  than  in  typical  block  number¬ 
ing)  were  made  later.  It  is  unknown  who  issued  them,  but  folks  collect  these 
right  along  with  the  other  coinage  from  Hawaii.. 

Recol¬ 
ored.  A  well  struck,  lustrous  example  of  the  sole  crown-sized  coin  of  this 
island  kingdom  in  the  western  Pacific  Ocean.  Kalakaua  portrait  faces  to  right 
on  the  obverse;  for  the  reverse,  the  full  Hawaiian  coat  of  arms  with  ermine 
mantle  (the  Quarter  Dollar  and  Half  Dollar  used  merely  the  center  shield 
sans  mantle  as  their  motif)-  Around  the  reverse:  UA  MAU  KE  EA  O  KA 
AINA  1  KA  PONO.  This  language  was  adopted  as  the  states  motto  when 
statehood  became  a  fact  in  1959.  It  was  coined  in  the  early  1840s  by  King 
Kamehameha  III.  Hawaiian  residents  speak  it  with  reverence.  (The  Hawai¬ 
ian  alphabet  has  only  12  letters  in  it:  the  vowels  A-E-I-O-U  plus  H-K-L-M- 
N-P-W.  Even  so,  our  word  “Dollar”  got  translated  into  “DALA”  on  the 
coins,  even  though  the  letter  D  isn’t  a  part  of  their  alphabet!)

790  1851  Pattern  Cent.  Judd- 127,  Pollock-113.  Rarity-6  Billon.  Plain  Edge. 

NGC  graded  Proof  65.  So-called  “ring  cent”  from  the  perforation  in  the 
center.  Original  toning;  sharp  strike.  The  reverse  legend  reads  CENT  /  ONE 
TENTH  SILVER  —  an  early  proposal  for  subsidiary  coinage  struck  in  less 
than  full  standard  (90%  silver)  alloy.  According  to  Judd,  “The  attempt  to 
produce  an  acceptable  ring  cent  was  continued  using  a  different  design  but 
the  same  alloy  and  weight  as  in  1850.  The  reasons  why  the  ring  cent  was  not 
adopted  are  outlined  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint  in  a  letter  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  dated  May  26,  1854.  He  explained  that  the  cost  of  recover¬ 
ing  the  silver  would  exceed  the  value  of  the  bullion  and  that  the  mechanical 
difficulties  in  making  ring  cents  are  not  trivial.  They  lie  not  in  planchet  cut¬ 
ting  but  in  stamping  and  ejecting  the  coins  from  the  dies.  I  estimate  that 
most  of  the  value  of  a  cent  so  formed  would  be  sunk  in  the  cost  of  striking.  " 


791  1854  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-161,  Pollock-187.  Original.  Bronze.  Plain 

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Brilliant  Proof  55.  This  well  preserved  Pattern  Cent 
traces  to  the  famed  Eliasberg  holdings  and  is  so  noted  on  the  PCGS  holder. 
The  surface  is  medium  to  deep  brown  and  has  been  carefully  preserved  in  the 
years  since  issuance.  All  design  sharp. 

On  April  3,  1854,  Director  of  the  Mint  Snowden  proposed  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  that  the  copper  coins  be  reduced  in  weight.  He  had  con¬ 
cluded  that  it  was  the  government’s  stamp  on  the  coins  and  not  their  intrin¬ 
sic  value  that  made  them  circulate  —  a  common  enough  misinterpretation 
of  facts.  The  weight  and  bulk  resulting  from  maintaining  their  intrinsic  value 
was  a  hindrance  to  their  use  he  thought. 

Snowden  therefore  directed  the  preparation  of  a  Cent  weighing  100  grains  in 
copper,  and  one  of  96  grains  in  French  bronze;  copper  95%,  tin  4%,  zinc 
1%.  These  were  struck  using  two  obverse  dies,  the  Liberty  head  and  the  fly¬ 
ing  eagle,  and  two  reverse  dies  with  different  wreaths.  Judd- 1 61  is  struck  in 
French  bronze  and  weighs  96  grains.

Dies  similar  to  the  1856 
Flying  Eagle  copper-nickel  coins,  but  this  struck  on  a  thick  copper  or  bronze 
alloy  planchet.  Mint  records  reveal  that  at  least  several  hundred  of  the  cop¬ 
per-nickel  pieces  were  sent  to  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  James  Guthrie, 
whereas  mint  records  for  the  variety  indicate  that  more  than  600  were  pro¬ 
duced.  However,  in  copper  or  bronze  the  story  is  quite  different.  These  were 
trial  pieces.  They  weren’t  intended  to  influence  congressmen  and  other  legis¬ 
lators  into  adopting  the  design  or  composition.  One  of  the  finest  reported.

Similar  in  its  look  and  substance  to  other 
Indian  Cent  Proofs  of  1864-1909,  but  dated  1863  and  a  desirable  rare  Pat¬ 
tern  issue.  This  from  the  obverse  die  before  the  L  (for  Longacre)  was  added 
to  the  ribbon.  Struck  to  test  the  new  copper  alloy  as  well  as  the  planchet 
dimensions  (48  grains  for  the  new  Cents  vs.  72  grains  for  the  older  thick  cop¬ 
per-nickel  format).  As  handsome  as  any  found  in  this  excellent  condition  and 
certainly  worth  submitting  a  bid.

The  obverse  uses  a  head  of  Liberty  facing  right.  On  the  headband  is  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  incuse  letters,  and  a  shield-shaped  earring.  The  reverse  depicts  a  defi¬ 
ant  eagle  motif  similar  to  that  employed  on  several  Pattern  Half  Dollars  struck  in  1877. 

1  he  Shield  Earring  Quarter  Dollar  is  of  great  rarity  and  desirability.  We  are  aware  of  only  about  half  a  dozen  examples,  and  of  these,  two  are  in  major  public  col¬ 
lections  and  therefore  off  the  market.  The  Rogers  M.  Fred,  Jr.  specimen  (Bowers  &  Merena,  11/95,  Lot  2258)  is  the  closest  in  PCGS  grade  to  the  present  coin 
and  may  well  be  the  same  specimen.  If  indeed  it  is  one  and  the  same,  it  would  trace  back  to  the  famed  Gaston  DiBello  sale  (Stack’s,  May  1970,  Lot  353.)  The 
com  is  in  PCGS  holder  6560485  and  is,  it  deserves  emphasizing,  the  finest  graded,  the  finest  seen.  And  undoubtedly  the  Finest  Known. 

I  hiring  1  882,  C.  E.  Barber  continued  his  attempt  to  produce  an  acceptable  design  for  a  new  five  cent  piece.  Two  experimental  five  cent  pieces  were  struck  with 
five  regularly  spaced  bars  on  the  edge,  which  John  W.  Haseltine  said,  in  his  sale  of  March  1,  1883,  were  edesigned  for  the  use  of  the  blind.!  He  stated  that  the 
ebold  ridgesi  were  placed  eon  the  edge  so  that  the  blind  could  determine  by  the  touch  its  denomination.’ 

“Geo.  F.  Morgan  produced  one  of  the  most  pleasing  designs  for  the  silver  dollar,  half  and  quarter  ever  made  at  our  Mint.  It  is  sometimes  called  the  eshield  ear- 
ringf  design.”  [Judd]

“We  reported  just  three  auction  appearances,”  the  cataloger  goes  on 
to  observe,  “when  we  cataloged  this  coin  for  the  Pryor  Collection.  (1)  Kagin’s, 
January  1975,  Lot  948.  (2)  King  Farouk,  Lot  1788.  (3)  R.  E.  Cox,  Jr.  Col¬ 
lection,  Lot  2217;  the  presently  offered  example.  We  believe  that  these  rep¬ 
resent  the  only  three  known  examples,  or  only  two  if  the  King  Farouk  coin 
later  appears  in  the  Kagin’s  sale. 

PCGS  population:  1 ,  with  0  higher.  This  is  the  only  example  graded  by  either 
service. 

In  1866  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  finalized  on  circulating 
coins  of  the  silver  denominations.  An  earlier,  rejected  wording  had  GOD 
OUR  TRUST  (1861-3).  Transitional  Patterns  such  as  this  1864  With 
Motto  were  made  in  silver,  aluminum,  and  copper,  some  possibly  later 
than  the  date  represented.  In  the  19th  century  they  sold  in  sets  or  groups 
but  in  recent  times  the  offering  of  even  a  single  piece  is  unusual.  The  pre¬ 
sent  gem  is  downright  superb  and  should  attract  wide  attention.

Another  superb  example,  comparable  to  the  Proof  66  Red  and  Brown  speci¬ 
men  offered  in  our  May-June  1999  sale  (which  had  minor  flyspecks  on  the 
reverse  —  this  coin  has  none),  and  a  wonderful,  exquisite  coin  if  ever  there 
was  one!  The  connoisseur  of  Patterns  will  quickly  come  to  love  its  illustrious 
handicraft,  it’s  razor-sharp  detail,  and  surface  that  is  deep  red  and  golden 
brown  with  splashes  of  steel  and  blue.  In  fact,  under  just  about  any  bright 
light  the  colors  seem  to  flame  red,  like  sparks  from  a  campfire.  The  coin  is 
housed  in  PCGS  holder  1433397. 


Meant  to  replace  the  Seated  Liberty  coinage  that  was  then  the  standard, 
Charles  E.  Barber’s  so-called  Washlady  is  a  major  advancement  in  coinage 
design.  As  it  is,  only  these  very  few  Pattern  pieces  are  all  that  remained  of  the 
plan,  since  his  proposal  never  made  it  to  regular  mint  production.  This  and 
the  similarly  gorgeous  Schoolgirl  Patterns  of  1879  are  the  high-water  mark  in 
American  coinage  design  of  the  late  1 9th  century. 

This  is  the 
specimen  sold  by  Superior  Stamp  &  Coin,  Inc.,  in  its  October  1990  sale,  Lot  1882,  where  it  was  described  as  “an  exquisite  example”  having  “illustrious  handi¬ 
craft.  I  he  strike  is  immaculate,  as  are  the  surfaces:  deep  red  color  seems  to  elbow  out  what  little  brown  is  present.  As  is  obvious  to  anyone  who  has  the  good  for¬ 
tune  to  view  it  under  halogen  lighting,  the  color  is  flaming  red,  like  sparks  in  a  campfire. 


I  he  Washlady  design  (not  called  that  in  those  days,  of  course),  was  intended  as  a  substitute  for  Morgan’s  Liberty  Silver  Dollar.  Although  the  new  dollar  had 
been  accepted  the  year  before,  ten  more  Pattern  Dollars  were  minted  in  1879.  Charles  E.  Barber  submitted  what  became  the  “Washlady”  design  not  only  for  the 
Dollar  but  for  the  Halt  Dollar,  Quarter  Dollar,  and  Dime  as  well.  George  I.  Morgan  offered  a  beautiful  rendition  of  Liberty  that  has  come  down  to  us  as  the 
beautiful  Schoolgirl  design.  A  foremost  rarity  in  any  grade,  and  this  Washlady  Pattern  is  a  joy  to  behold  in  its  wonderful  Proof  66  condition!  (NGC  holder 
322192-004)

Mr.  Wal¬ 
ter  Breen  found  in  the  Archives  a  letter  from  the  Director  of  the  Mint, 
George  N.  Eckert,  to  Senator  R.  M.  T.  Hunter  dated  January  27,  1852, 
which  shows  that  the  half-dollar  and  larger  ring-gold  dollar  were  the  first 
pieces  made.  He  says, 

“  ‘In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  17th,  I  herewith  enclose  planchets  of  perfo¬ 
rated  or  annulated  dollars  and  half  dollars  in  gold,  with  such  rude  design  as 
was  possible  without  the  construction  of  new  dies.  The  planchets  are  rather 
larger,  &  the  perforation  consequently  wider,  than  I  think  desirable  for  the 
piece,  but  we  were  limited  by  the  time  and  means  at  our  disposal,  and  have 
struck  them  with  Dime  and  half  dime  dies.’  “

Struck 
on  a  copper  planchet,  then  gold  plated,  possibly  done  at  the  mint  at  the  time  it  was  issued. 

Dana  Bickford  was  a  traveler  and  entrepreneur,  sort  of  a  19th  century  “idea  man”.  Not  an  artist  or  engraver,  Bickford,  who  lived  in  New  York  City,  proposed  this 
pattern  which  stated  its  value  in  six  different  world  currencies.

as  NGC  &c  PCGS  record  only  1 1  in  this  upper  grade  (with  2  finer),  it  may  be  quite  awhile  before  another  presents  itself.  NGC  awarded  this  trim  gold  coin  a 
prestigious  “Mint  State  66”  because  it  has  undiminished  luster.  By  that  we  mean  the  brilliance  is  simply  magnificent.  Dazzling.  Sparkling.  And  with  the  luster  is 
an  incomparable  strike.  Full  in  the  hair  and  feathers,  complete  on  the  date  and  denomination,  a  crisp  rim,  great  wreath,  in  fact,  no  appearance  anywhere  of  any¬ 
thing  amiss.  All  of  Liberty’s  hair  waves  are  clear,  which  is  a  testament  to  the  hard  work  the  dies  had  in  store  for  them  since  Type  2  Dollars  are  noted  for  their 
indifferent  centers. 

To  date  this  is  one  of  only  1 1  in  this  superlative  condition.  That  places  it  within  the  Condition  Census  of  the  top  coins  known  and  should  cause  spirited  bidding 
when  it  is  up  for  auction.  (NGC  holder  204729-001) 

From  the  Breen  history  on  this  interesting  denomination  we  append,  “Shortly  after  Col.  James  Ross  Snowden  became  Mint  Director  in  1853,  he  decided  that 
our  national  coinage  needed  refurbishing.  One  of  his  prime  targets  was  the  gold  dollar,  which  was  proportionately  smaller  and  thicker  for  its  weight  than  he  felt 
it  should  be.  At  Snowden’s  request,  Longacre  made  the  original  dies  of  the  $3  piece  broader  than  originally  planned  to  minimize  any  chance  that  the  new  coins 
could  be  mistaken  for  either  quarter  eagles  or  half  eagles.  The  result  was  technically  satisfactory  enough  that  Snowden  then  requested  Longacre  to  follow  the  same 
proportions  in  redesigning  the  gold  dollars.  This  meant  increasing  the  diameters  from  1/2”  =  12.7  mm  (the  1849-54  standard)  to  9/ 1 6f  =  14.3  mm. 

“Obverse  was  an  inexact  copy  of  the  $3  head:  enarrow  Indian  Princess  head,f  in  higher  relief  than  usual  (a  blunder),  statutory  inscription  replacing  stars.  Actual¬ 
ly,  this  head  did  not  represent  any  Native  American;  it  was  another  of  Longacre’s  numerous  copies  of  the  Venus  Accroupie,  or  ‘Crouching  Venus,’  a  Roman  mar¬ 
ble  in  one  of  the  Philadelphia  museums.  Longacre  used  this  head  in  over  a  dozen  different  contexts,  altering  headdress  according  to  fancy.  It  first  appears  on  the 
gold  dollar  and  double  eagle  of  1849,  then  on  the  $3,  later  on  the  elndian  headf  cent,  still  later  on  the  1865  nickel  3c  and  a  variety  of  pattern  5c  coins,  finally 
on  the  pattern  eagles  of  1868  only  a  few  months  before  Longacre’s  death. 

“For  reverse,  Longacre  copied  the  device  originally  chosen  for  the  $3  coin  but  more  familiar  on  the  Flying  Eagle  cents:  a  wreath  of  corn,  cotton,  maple,  and  pos¬ 
sibly  tobacco  leaves  enclosing  value  and  date.  Dies  were  completely  hubbed  except  for  dates  and  mintmarks,  which  had  to  be  entered  by  hand  as  usual.  Treasury 
Secretary  Guthrie  approved  the  design  on  Aug.  18,  and  coinage  began  the  next  day.”

The  resulting  faint  hairlines  and  shiny  spots  are  relatively  minor,  however,  and  more  than  made  up  for  by  an  espe¬ 
cially  bold  strike  on  the  hatr  and  headdress  —  which  leaves  an  indelible  impression  on  the  viewer.  Type  2  Dollars  were  struck  only  in  1854-6.

cisco  made  Type  2s  exclusively.  Coinage  topped  out  at  24,600  pieces,  which  is  why  the  date  is  seldom  seen,  in  this  grade  or  any  other. 


910  1857-C  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  pair  of  small  scuff  marks  in  the  obverse  field,  and  two  areas  of  slight  porosity.  Generally  average  to  better  than  average  when  it 

comes  to  the  strike,  the  rims,  as  well  as  the  detail  in  the  hair  and  war  bonnet.  Full  date  digits  plus  a  strong  mintmark.  As  is  the  case  in  other  dates  from  this  branch 
mint  (which  struck  only  gold  denominations,  no  silver),  coinage  was  small.  A  mere  13,280  Dollars  were  struck  in  1857,  with  the  major  portion  now  no  longer 
in  existence.

Most  1857-C  Dollars  were  struck  in  inferior  planchets.  This,  as  a  pleasant  diversion,  is  much  above-average,  having  only  a  few  areas  that  show  rippling  or  irreg¬ 
ularity  in  the  surface.

HIGHLY  DESIRABLE  1861-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


915  1861-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  very  desirable  date  and  mintmark  issue,  moreover  one  that  seldom  is  seen  in  better  condition.  The  surface  is 

exceptional  in  its  smoothness,  its  freedom  from  marks  or  spotting.  Both  sides  have  ample  luster.  It  peeks  from  being  the  lettering  and  wreath  and  glows  around 
Liberty’s  headdress  coiffed  portrait.  All  lettering  sharp  with  the  sole  exception  of  the  first  letter  in  UNITED  on  the  obverse.  This  is  a  hallmark  of  1861-D.  Per¬ 
haps  it  was  due  to  a  defect  in  the  design,  but  observation  points  to  the  U  being  opposite  a  round  leafy  element  that  makes  up  a  part  of  the  lower  wreath  on  reverse. 

With  the  winds  of  war  approaching  in  1861,  America’s  southern  mints  (Charlotte,  Dahlonega,  and  New  Orleans)  cut  back  drastically  on  production.  This  was 
especially  evident  in  the  gold  coinage,  where  numbers  coined  fell  to  very  low  levels.  Those  that  were  struck  went  into  circulation.  Those  that  circulated  well.  And 
many  —  no  one  knows  how  many,  but  a  fair  number  in  all  likelihood  —  were  exported  to  pay  for  war  supplies,  since  the  European  merchants  demanded  and 
collected  only  hard  money  payments  for  their  goods.  An  About  Uncirculated  condition,  1861-D  is  a  key  date.  We  hope  and  expect  this  handsome  piece  will  draw 
a  large  show  of  hands  when  bidding  commences. 


MAGNIFICENT  CAMEO  PROOF  1863  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1863  NGC  graded  Proof  67  Cameo.  Superb!  Population:  1,  with  0  higher.  Gleaming  with  bright  golden  luster,  the  fields  so  deep  with  mirror  reflection  that 
a  person  could  see  to  the  bottom  of  the  world  in  them!  As  to  the  raised  devices,  they  are  richly  frosted.  From  the  major  relief  of  Liberty  head  and  wreath  to  the 
areas  people  often  overlook  (letters  and  date  digits),  the  raised  relief  is  covered  with  golden  frost.  Truly  magnificent;  a  gem  of  the  first  water  (to  borrow  from  the 
diamond  trade).  Coin  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  919584-005  for  purposes  of  identification. 

Same  obverse  as  1 862;  two  top  leaves  hollow.  Out  of  50  struck,  probably  under  1 5  survive,  several  impounded,  others  impaired,  with  this  being  the  sole  occu¬ 
pant  in  the  Proof  67  category.

Crisp  bright  golden  luster 
throughout,  frosty  as  any  seen,  enticing  to  the  collector  who  appreciates  how 
scarce  these  early  gold  pieces  are.  The  fields  are  immaculate;  the  strike  100%, 
including  full  LIBERTY  on  the  headband  (which  sometimes  fades  to  invisi¬ 
bility  as  the  die  wears).  First  rate  it  is,  and  in  a  first-class  collection  it  belongs! 

In  1873  the  mint  produced  two  minor  variants  in  the  Gold  Dollar.  The  first 
has  a  tightly  compacted  numeral  3  in  the  date  that  caused  some  to  express 
the  opinion  it  looked  like  an  8.  When  this  was  brought  to  the  mint’s  atten¬ 
tion,  a  new  numeral  punch  was  procured.  The  dies  made  from  this  punch 
thereafter  had  a  wider,  more  open  3  (of  which  this  is  a  prime  example).

wonderful  cameo  contrast  due  to  the  way  the  devices  were  frosted  by  the 
maker  of  the  dies.  Superb  in  every  way:  spotless,  deep  mirrors,  glowing  and 
tarnish-free.  One  of  only  125  Proofs  issued. 


927  1882  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Another  gem  quality  Gold  Dollar  from 

the  later  period  when  mintage  was  quite  low.  It  is  only  in  the  Gold  Dollar’s 
earliest  existence,  from  1849  to  about  1861,  when  mintage  climbed.  As  the 
design  aged,  and  people  began  using  paper  currency  in  lieu  of  gold  money, 
the  little  golden  treasure  of  which  this  1882  is  a  testament,  fell  into  disuse. 
Mintage  fell  along  with  the  declining  interest.  In  1882,  for  example,  there 
were  only  5,000  so-called  business  strikes  produced  (plus  125  Proofs  for  sale 
to  collectors). 


SUPERB  GEM  1883  GOLD  DOLLAR 


928  1883  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Low  mintage:  1 1,007.  A  gor¬ 

geous  specimen  from  the  later  period  when  Gold  Dollars  were  near  an  end 
(the  series  was  abolished  by  the  Coinage  Act  of  1890).  In  competition  with 
the  Silver  Dollar,  millions  of  which  were  being  struck  annually,  the  Gold 
Dollar  didn’t  stand  a  chance.  It  is  one  reason  there  are  so  few  superb  Gems 
like  this  available.

Sharp  hair 
curls  on  the  obverse,  with  a  knife-edge  to  the  coronet  plus  full  LIBERTY  on 
headband.

Akers  says,  “This  is  the  last  quarter  eagle  from  the  Charlotte  Mint.  All  known 
specimens  are  weakly  struck,  particularly  on  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  High 
grade  pieces  are  extremely  rare  and  only  one  specimen  better  than  EF  has 
been  offered  at  auction  in  the  last  seven  years.  Because  of  the  poor  striking, 
grading  an  1860-C  quarter  eagle  is  difficult  and  one  must  take  into  consid¬ 
eration  such  characteristics  as  the  quality  of  the  surfaces  and  mint  luster 
(rather  than  merely  looking  at  the  ehigh  pointsf  for  wear)  to  determine  the 
coin’s  actual  grade.  The  1860-C  is  a  very  rare  date  in  any  condition  and  I  have 
seen  only  one  strictly  uncirculated  piece  and  just  three  or  four  AU’s.”

Sharp 
stars  and  cap,  sharp  drapery  with  full  shoulder  clasp,  and  a  choice  eagle.  The  mint  introduced  this  new  Capped  Bust  Left  design  in  1807  following  years  in  which 
the  design  consisted  of  Liberty  facing  right  and  the  eagle  in  a  “heraldic”  pose  on  the  reverse.  John  Reich  was  brought  on  board  to  spruce  up  the  mint’s  coinage. 

This  1807  has  Reich’s  so-called  signature  star  with  its  defective  point 
in  position  number  13  when  counting  from  the  bottom  left.

1081  1809,  9  over  8.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Possibly  this  traces  to  a  Bowers  and  Merena  sale  of  August  1991,  the  identifiers  being  a  pair  of  slight  haymarks 

or  planchet  impurities,  one  at  star  6,  the  other  touching  the  L  of  LIBERTY  on  the  headband.  The  surface  is  bursting  with  golden  mint  bloom  Bright,  frosty, 
almost  overflowing  the  rims  in  its  dazzling  originality.  Both  sides  are  equally  blessed  with  frost.  And  both  show  exquisite  detail.  On  the  obverse,  for  instance,  all 
stars  are  quite  bold.  The  hair,  the  cap,  drapery  and  clasp,  all  are  found  to  be  as  sharp  as  possible  —  meaning  the  coin  received  a  full  strike  from  the  dies.  On  the 
reverse,  the  identical  condition  is  found:  100%  boldness  everywhere,  including  claws,  neck  and  wing  feathers,  legs,  and  the  important  central  shield.  It  goes  with¬ 
out  saying  the  rims  are  exceptional  as  well,  since  this  specimen  equals  or  surpasses  the  strict  Mint  State  65  standard  in  every  detail.  A  coin  for  the  connoisseur.

THE  KEY  VARIETY  OF  1810  HALF  EAGLE 


1810  Large  Date,  Small  5.  Breen-6460.  Extremely  Rare.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Rarest  of  the  four  main  varieties  this  year  and  extremely  elusive  regardless 
what  condition  it  is  in.  The  present  specimen,  while  attractive  appearing  has  been  cleaned  and  buffed-up  to  give  it  a  false  sense  of  luster.  Nevertheless,  the  clean¬ 
ing  does  not  harm  the  sharp  hair,  cap  and  drapery  on  Liberty.  No,  even  the  clasp  at  the  shoulder  where  the  drapery  ends  come  together  has  its  design  full  and 
detailed.  The  eagle  for  its  part  is  similarly  bold,  and  we  find  the  rims  are  without  damage.  Close  inspection  is  recommended  since  any  buyer  will  want  to  weigh 
the  many  positive  features  of  this  great  rarity  against  its  few  offsets. 

In  explaining  the  1807-12  run  of  Half  Eagles,  the  Breen  encyclopedia  observes,  “This  series  is  notable  for  changes  in  numerals:  two  different  overdates  for  1808, 
the  entire  1809  mintage  from  an  overdate  die,  the  1810s  with  four  different  combinations  of  large  and  small  dates  with  large  and  small  letters,  the  1811s  with 
two  different  sizes  of  5.  Placing  the  denomination  on  gold  and  silver  coins  was  a  Reich  innovation;  earlier  U.S.  coins  (except  for  half  cents,  cents,  and  1796-97 
half  dollars)  lacked  any  denomination,  because  they  passed  by  weight  and  fineness  rather  than  eby  talef  (by  count,  with  each  coin  assumed  to  contain  full  face 

value).”

1811  Tall  5.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Beauty  is  in  the  eye  of  the 

beholder,  the  old  adage  goes,  and  anyone  who  is  fortunate  to  view  this  1811 
Half  Eagle  in  person,  up  close,  under  magnification  or  with  the  unaided  eye 
it  matters  not,  will  behold  a  truly  beautiful  coin.  As  is  the  case  with  several 
of  the  other  high-grade  Half  Eagles  in  the  sale,  many  of  which  came  from  this 
consignor,  the  surfaces  are  almost  weighed  down  with  mint  frost.  Rich,  gold¬ 
en  yellow,  they  cover  the  coin  front  to  back,  top  to  bottom.  And  along  with 
the  luster  comes  a  first-rate  strike  on  all  devices.  Feel  confident,  then,  when 
you  place  your  bid,  since  this  is  among  the  most  attractive  we  have  seen  or 
offered. 


1834  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  The  Harry  Bass, 
Jr.  Specimen.  Short-lived  Classic  Head  style  in  which  Liberty,  instead  of  hav¬ 
ing  a  cap  on  is  her  hair  done  in  curls  atop  the  head.  A  ribbon  inscribed  LIB¬ 
ERTY  holds  the  waves  in  place  and  an  errant  curl  —  known  as  a  lovelock  — 
sneaks  its  way  across  the  base  of  the  neck.  Both  for  reasons  of  space  limita¬ 
tion  and  to  designate  the  change  in  standard,  the  mint  omitted  the  motto  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM  from  the  space  above  the  eagle,  where  it  had  resided  for 
many  years.  It  would  not  appear  on  the  Half  Eagle  again  until  1908. 


1087  1834  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  Mint  State  62.  Prooflike  fields  on  both  sides  pro¬ 

vide  a  nice  offset  for  the  raised,  frosted  devices.  Liberty  is  particularly  impres¬ 
sive  here,  boasting  sharp  hair,  a  sharp  LIBERTY,  and  glittering  golden  frost 
throughout.  On  the  reverse,  the  condition  is  the  same:  outstanding  detail, 
gleaming  originality,  choice  rims. 


1088  1834  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  Mint  State  62.  Semiprooflike  fields  supporting 
raise,  frosted  devices.  The  hair  curls  on  Liberty  are  of  particular  note  in  their 
crisp  detail  and  shimmering  greenish  gold  color.  The  first  year  in  William 
Kneass’s  short-lived  design  (1834-38). 

1089  1834  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Cleaned.  A  coin  that 
exhibits  some  faint  hairlining,  but  isn’t  overtly  cleaned  as  have  been  so  many 
early  gold  pieces.  Plenty  of  luster  remains.  It  shines  in  the  fields,  and  it  occu¬ 
pies  all  of  the  spaces  between  the  letters  in  the  legends  and  between  the  stars. 
Choice  rims. 

1090  1834  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  About  Uncirculated  50.  An  interesting  die  break  pat¬ 
tern  loops  through  four  stars  on  the  upper  left  of  this  lustrous  early  gold  piece. 


1091  1834  No  Motto.  Crosslet  4.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Lightly  cleaned  (this  is 
barely  noticeable).  Well  struck  and  free  of  impairment.  In  the  transition  year

1096  1842-C  Large  Date.  Very  Fine  30.  Some  minor  marks  and  a  slight  inden¬ 
tation  (the  latter  in  the  field  opposite  Liberty’s  face).  The  rims  better  than 
average  save  for  a  few  tiny  nicks,  none  that  are  noteworthy.  Only  27,432  Half 
Eagles  struck  at  Charlotte  Mint  in  1842,  with  the  preponderance  of  the  issue 
consisting  of  Large  Dates.

A  perusal  of  the 
latest  census  figures  reveals  there  to  be  only  3  certified  in  Mint  State  62,  and  1  higher,  thus  placing  this  near  the  head  of  the  line.  Even  a  cursory  inspection  tells 
us  it  is  high  up  in  the  Condition  Census  for  the  date.

1797  Small  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Only  3  points  below  the  lovely  About  Uncirculated  58  in  our  May-June  1999  Sale,  and  a  superla¬ 
tive  coin  in  its  own  right!  The  1797  Small  Eagle  is  among  the  great  rarities  in  American  numismatics.  When  found  at  all  it  is  usually  assumed  to  have  defects  or 
signs  that  it  has  been  cleaned.  That  is  the  normal  state  of  a  Small  Eagle  1797.  Which  is  fortunate,  since  few  are  left  in  the  choice  state  in  which  this  coin  is  found! 
For  example,  the  most  recent  PCGS/NGC  census  count  for  December  1999  lists  only  12  certified  as  About  Uncirculated  55,  and  another  5  in  higher  grade.  That 
is  all.  Too  few  to  supply  the  growing  demand,  it  seems. 


The  head  on  Liberty  is  sharp  and  fully  detailed.  In  addition,  there  aren’t  the  usual  adjustment  marks  on  the  obverse.  For  that  matter,  there  aren’t  any  on  the  reverse 
either!  Which  means  this  is  a  one-in-a-hundred  example;  a  classic  gold  piece  without  these  weight  removal  marks.  Most  1797  Small  Eagle  $10  pieces  show  a  die 
crack  from  the  rim  below  the  final  star  on  right.  The  coin  in  our  May  sale  had  the  die  crack  well  developed;  here,  by  comparison,  the  crack  has  barely  begun  to 
form.  For  purposes  of  identification,  the  PCGS  serial  number  is  5488808. 


Could  it  have  been  the  unusual  star  arrangement  on  the  obverse  —  12  left,  4  right  —  that  caused  the  die  to  break  in  the  way  it  did?  It  might  have  lasted  longer 
otherwise,  one  will  never  know.  Whatever  the  reason,  the  mint  struck  only  3,61  5  pieces  in  March  to  May  1 797.  Belief  is  that  fewer  than  1  %  to  2%  exist  today!

1176  1798,  8  over  7.  Stars  9  +  4.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Faint  horizontal  adjustment  through  Liberty,  this  being  normal  in  an  early  Classic-style  bust  gold 

piece.  Much  underlying  luster  and  nice  rims,  with  an  absence  of  deep  marks  or  planchet  impurities.  The  current  NGC  &  PCGS  combined  grading  census  for 
the  9  +  4  star  1798  overdate  is  4,  with  2  higher.  That  puts  this  squarely  in  the  Condition  Census  as  defined  by  the  12  finest  known  of  any  variety.  Possibly  only 
25  to  35  survive  from  an  original  mintage  of  900  (with  842  for  the  7  +  6  variety).  In  NGC  holder  370707-009. 

“The  great  rarities  of  this  period  are  the  two  varieties  dated  1798/7,”  explains  the  Breen  encyclopedia.  “The  two  deliveries  of  [900]  and  [842],  Feb.  17  and  28, 

1798,  are  believed  to  comprise,  respectively,  6836  with  stars  9  +  4,  and  6837  with  stars  7  +  6.  Coinage  of  eagles  was  interrupted  thereafter  until  May  14,  1799. 
Early  breakage  of  both  obverse  dies  may  have  been  why.” 

Die  note:  a  die  break  runs  from  the  rim  above  L  in  LIBERTY,  through  that  figure  and  well  into  the  cap  before  disappearing  at  the  hair.  There  is  a  small  depressed 

line,  possibly  a  piece  of  “struck  through”  lint  or  some  other  matter  visible  to  the  right  of  the  second  S  on  reverse.

Eagle  coinage.  Gobrecht  first  used  a  stylish  hair  treatment  for  Liberty  that 
differed  from  the  Quarter  Eagle  and  Half  Eagle  coinage.  For  this  reason  his 
instruction  was  to  standardize  the  Type,  which  he  did  with  the  Type  2  in 
1839.  Now  the  look  was  the  same  across  the  gold  denominations  then  being 
struck.  Both  versions  of  the  1839  are  highly  prized;  both  are  rare  in  any  con¬ 
dition.

“Thus  it  is  obvious  that  from  the  standpoint  of 
both  overall  rarity  and  condition  rarity,  the  1864-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates 
in  the  series,  more  rare  than  such  famous  dates  as  1798/7,  7X6  Stars  and 
1858  and  only  a  little  less  rare  than  the  1875.  Most  of  the  relatively  few 
known  1 864-S  Eagles  grade  from  VG  to  VE  Only  two  or  three  are  known  in 
EF  and  I  am  unaware  of  any  1864-S  that  grades  AU  or  better.

Exceptional,  choice  surfaces  without  heavy  marks  (unusual)  and  attractive 
look  of  “old  gold”.  In  other  words,  a  handsome  example  of  this  very  elusive 
variety.  The  mint  changed  designs  in  mid-1866  with  the  addition  of  the 
national  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  a  ribbon  or  scroll  above  the  eagle. 
Before  the  change,  the  mint  had  struck  limited  numbers;  so  low,  in  fact,  the 
total  for  the  1866-S  No  Motto  came  to  only  8,500  strikings! 


From  Akers:  “The  1866-S  No  Motto  Eagle  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the 
series.  In  my  survey,  it  ranked  third  in  rarity  according  to  frequency  of 
appearance  at  auction  behind  only  the  1875  and  1864-S  and  ahead  of  such 
well  known  rarities  as  the  1798/7,  7X6  Stars,  1858  and  1933.  I  don’t  feel  it 
is  the  third  rarest  date  overall,  however,  but  it  certainly  is  very  rare,  particu¬ 
larly  in  EF  or  better  condition.  Most  of  the  few  examples  1  have  seen  graded 
no  better  than  VF  but  I  do  Know  of  one  specimen  that  grades  very  close  to 
uncirculated."

somest  Rolled  Edge  Eagles  to  make  its  way  to  market  in  a  number  of  years,  we  are  proud  to  offer  this  Mint  State  66  specimen  certified  by  PCGS.  The  coin  is 
truly  a  phenomenon,  a  coin  that  is  preserved  in  its  mint-original  state  ever  since  it  was  struck  and  came  into  the  world  by  dropping  into  the  gloved  hand  of  a 
mint  pressmen.  When  you  gaze  upon  it  for  the  first  time,  imagine  how  it  felt  to  be  there  at  its  striking.  Awed  and  enchanted,  we’ll  bet.  Almost  mesmerized  by 
the  trend-setting  design,  the  avant  garde  lettering  and  surface  preparation  (a  mass  of  fine  swirls  in  the  golden  glow  of  luster).  The  coin  is  little  short  of  perfect. 
This  is  one  of  only  12  specimens  certified  by  the  grading  services  in  Mint  State  66  condition.  What’s  evident  to  us  is  this  figure  may  be  slightly  higher  than  the 
true  number  known,  since  the  practice  is  often  to  resubmit  a  coin  to  the  different  services  in  hopes  of  a  better  grade  number.  Whatever  the  exact  figure  (and  it 
isnt  too  far  off  the  number  12),  this  coin  represents  the  pinnacle  in  Indian  Head  gold  preservation.  Expect  competition.  Expect  lots  of  competition.  For  when  it 
makes  its  appearance  we  are  certain  there  will  be  many  bidders  in  the  room  hankering  to  own  it. 

According  to  archive  evidence,  Alice  Butler  sat  for  Saint-Gaudens  when  he  designed  the  head  for  this  piece.  She  was  a  member  of  the  parish  of  the  Rev.  Elmer 
D.  Colcord.  Because  President  Roosevelt  (who  followed  the  evolution  of  the  coin  closely)  considered  it  blasphemous  to  put  the  name  of  God  on  a  coin,  the  artist 
omitted  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  his  first  models  (the  wire  edge  and  this  rolled  edge).  Later,  this  caused  a  public  furor  that  sent  the  congress  to  pass  a 
bill  in  1908  directing  that  the  motto  “shall  hereafter  be  inscribed  upon  all  such  gold  and  silver  coins  of  said  denominations  as  heretofore.”  Roosevelt  then  with¬ 
drew  his  objection  and  directed  that  the  motto  be  placed  on  the  coins.  (PCGS  holder  4986004) 

After  the  1907  Wire  Edge  Eagle  was  judged  to  be  impractical  to  be  issued  on  a  commercial  basis  (it  did  not  stack  well  among  other  objections),  Charles  Bar¬ 
ber  modified  Saint-Gaudens’  original  model  and  the  result  was  the  1907  Rolled  Edge  Eagle.  According  to  Mint  information,  31,550  pieces  were  struck,  a  fig¬ 
ure  which  includes  50  proofs  struck  on  the  medal  press.  After  the  coins  were  minted,  Mint  officials  became  concerned  of  possible  public  criticism  of  the  coins, 
and  the  entire  mintage  was  melted.  The  No  Periods  modification  became  the  regular  issue.  The  number  saved  from  melting  is  unknown  but  it  was  likely  on 
the  order  of  40  to  50. 


1 224  1907  Indian.  No  Motto.  Mint  State  63.  Agreeable  choice  quality  surface  whose  lus¬ 
ter  can  best  be  described  as  “satiny.”  There  are  very  few  marks  found.  Equally  preferable 
in  one  of  these  first-year  dates,  the  strike  is  sharp:  on  the  headdress  and  lettering,  plus  a 
splendid  eagle.

Prooflike  fields  tend  to  accentuate  any  bag- 
marks.  The  strike  on  this  Double  Eagle  is  bold.  A  sharp  coronet  with  LIB¬ 
ERTY  in  raised  letters;  sharp  hair  and  complete  stars,  plus  no  compromises 
on  the  reverse. 

A  famous  gold  market  “corner”  took  place  on  Wall  Street  on  a  Friday  in  the 
autumn  of  1 869.  Two  cunning  speculators,  Gould  and  Fisk,  parleyed  their 
“position”  in  gold  into  a  near  corner.  They  would  have  succeeded,  too,  had 
not  President  Grant  instructed  his  Treasury  Secretary  to  release  some  of  the 
government’s  gold  into  the  market  to  stem  the  buying  frenzy.  Prices  in  the 
metals  markets,  which  had  gone  to  a  premium  of  42%  over  par  during  the 
heat  of  the  action,  plummeted.  And  it  took  many  months  for  international 
trade  to  return  to  normal  afterwards.  The  Gould-Fisk  manipulation  would 
go  down  in  the  history  books  under  the  name  of  Black  Friday.

This  lovely  Mint 
State  66  will  surely  go  down  as  one  of  the  all-time  greatest  coin  designs  ever.  Not  only  in  American  numismatics,  but  in  worldwide  collecting! 


LUSTROUS  UNCIRCULATED  1907  HIGH  RELIEF 


1323  1907  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  [MCMVII].  Partial  Knife  Rim. 

Mint  State  63.  Satiny  luster  throughout,  including  the  full  knee  and  breast 
region  that  are  the  areas  most  often  attracting  friction  or  signs  of  contact  with 
other  coins.  A  few  faint  hairlines,  plus  rwo  minor  scuffs  in  the  rays  below  the 
eagle.  Rims  high  and  sharp  on  both  sides,  as  is  the  central  detail.  Partial  knife 
rim,  the  “rim"  being  the  boundary  between  inner  border  and  the  lettered 
edge.  The  High  Relief  $20  gold  pieces  required  several  blows  from  the  dies 
before  their  elements  could  be  brought  up  to  the  proper  relief.  When  a  col¬ 
lector  views  one  of  these  remarkable  pieces  for  the  first  time,  the  experience 
is  often  that  of  awe  and  amazement.  For  the  design  is  without  doubt  a  mas¬ 
terful  work  of  art!  In  referring  to  the  knife  rim  on  some  of  the  Saint-Gaudens 
High  Reliefs,  the  Breen  encyclopedia  explains;  “This  detail  consists  of  a  thin 
raised  flange  around  half  or  more  than  half  circumference  on  either  side  (usu¬ 
ally  both;,  manifestly  from  metal  being  squeezed  between  the  collar  and  dies 
on  successive  blows  at  striking.  Ir  is  irregular  enough  to  have  been  most  like¬ 
ly  unintentional." 


1324  1907  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  [MCMVII].  Partial  High  Knife 
Edge.  Very  Fine  35.  Smooth  planchet  and  normal  wear  free  from  injury.  An 
elusive  $20  date  and  the  only  issue  that  comes  in  almost  medallic  relief.  Fol¬ 
lowing  its  issuance  [1 1,250  struck],  the  mint  decreased  the  design’s  elevation 
or  relief  height  in  the  latter  months  of  1907  to  aid  high-speed  production. 

1325  1907  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Desirable  original  greenish 
gold  to  bright  golden  luster,  which  on  the  1907  and  1908  No  Mottos,  takes 
on  a  satin-like  quality  from  the  way  the  dies  were  finished.  A  suitable  coin  to 
represent  this  type.  First  of  the  new  reduced-relief  style.  Saint-Gaudens’  cre¬ 
ated  the  design,  but  died  in  August  1907  after  only  the  Ultra  High  Reliefs 
were  finished.  He  did  not  live  to  see  the  No  Motto  reduced  reliefs  of  1907- 
OS.  A  very  choice  example. 

1326  1907  No  Motto.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Gleaming  bright  luster! 
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1327  1908  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Beautiful  surfaces,  strike, 

and  mint  bloom.  The  luster  deep  golden  and  exhibiting  classic  No  Motto 
satiny  sheen.  Superb  throughout. 


1328  1908  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  A  second  superb  coin  in  this 
upper  grade.  Wholly  original,  fresh  and  satiny. 

1329  1908-D  No  Motto.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  An  excellent  strike. 

1330  1908-D  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  In  older  style  PCGS 
holder.  This  traces  to  Superior  Stamp  &C  Coin,  Co.,  Inc.’s  Boy’s  Town  Sale  of 
May  1990,  Lot  5110. 

1331  1908-D  With  Motto.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Scarcer  than  the  Type 
without  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 

Once  the  Congress  made  known  its  desire  to  include  the  national  motto, 
chief  engraver  Barber  reworked  the  Double  Eagle  reverse.  Other  minor 
changes  were  made  at  this  time.  His  revision  had  nine  tail  feathers  instead  of 
the  former  eight  on  the  No  Mottoes,  and  33  rays  instead  of  34,  but  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  rays  remained  unaltered.  Barber  omitted  one  at  extreme  left,  and 
made  the  heavy  rays  thinner  and  some  of  them  longer. 

1332  1909,  9  over  8.  Mint  State  60.  A  few  little  hairlines  and  minor  dullness  on  the 
high  points,  but  much  better  in  terms  of  bagmarks  than  75%  of  this  issue  — 
meaning  that  there  are  very  few  marks  and  plenty  of  smooth,  luster. 

As  with  the  1918/7  D  nickel  and  S  Quarter,  this  overdate  $20  resulted  from 
use  of  both  1909  and  1908  hubs  on  a  single  working  die  blank,  probably 
during  fall  1908  when  working  dies  were  being  prepared  for  both  years.  The 
variety  was  discovered  by  Edgar  H.  Adams  in  1910,  then  forgotten  until  its 
rediscovery  about  1943,  according  to  Breen’s  encyclopedia..

$20  gold  from  1909  to  1915  is  noted  for  relatively  low  mintage.  Compare  to 
either  Denver  of  San  Francisco.  With  two  exceptions,  that  of  1909-D  and 
1913-S,  these  branch  mint  dates  are  much  commoner  in  all  grades.)

1365  1924-D  Mint  State  62.  Vibrant  golden  mint  bloom  of  the  kind  most  com¬ 

monly  found  on  a  Philadelphia  Mint  issue  —  meaning  that  it  is  glowing  and 
beautiful,  not  in  any  way  muted  or  dull.  Better  still,  the  strike  is  outstanding. 
All  devices  bold,  from  the  standing  figure  of  Liberty  holding  a  torch  before 
her  to  the  soaring  eagle  with  its  fine  feather  detail.  This  handsome  specimen 
also  happens  to  be  a  very  scarce  issue.  The  mint  produced  it’s  usual  number 
that  year,  but  then  beginning  in  the  1930s,  thousands  upon  thousands  of 
gold  coins  were  melted,  leaving  but  a  small  fraction  in  existence  for  collectors 
to  compete  over.

As  is  the  case  with  certain  other  branch 
mint  issues  in  the  1920s,  a  large  percentage  of  the  coinage  was  melted.  1924- 
S  ranks  close  behind  1924-D  in  rarity. 

1368  1924-S  Mint  State  60.  Many  faint  hairlines  as  though  the  surface  were 
scrubbed  with  fine  abrasive.  Nonetheless,  the  fields  and  devices  come  lustrous 
and  are  seen  to  be  well  struck  as  well.  Following  up  our  commentary  on  the 
1924-D  $20  just  offered,  this  mint’s  production  is  equally  scarce  in  all  grades 
due  to  the  large  number  that  were  melted.  President  F.  Roosevelt  “called  in” 
gold  from  the  banks  and  Federal  Reserve  in  April  1933  —  in  effect,  nation¬ 
alizing  the  peoples  money  —  which  he  then  instructed  the  Treasury  to  melt 
into  standard  400-ounce  bars.  So  much  gold  was  seized  in  this  way  (upwards 
of  $2.5  billions  dollars’  worth  at  the  then  price  of  $20  an  ounce)  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  had  to  construct  a  safe  place  to  store  it.  In  1935,  Fort  Knox  opened 
for  business  in  the  state  of  Kentucky.  Also,  gold  is  entombed  in  vaults  at  the 
New  York  Sub-Treasury  in  New  York  City.  Currently,  the  U.S.  government 
stores  262  million  ounces  of  the  precious  yellow  stuff.  It  is  used  to  back  the 
approximately  $550  billion  in  greenbacks  in  circulation  as  well  as  the  $6  tril¬ 
lion  in  so-called  broad  money.

1370  1925  Mint  State  63. 


1372  1925-S  About  Uncirculated  55.  Cleaned  ever  so  lightly,  leaving  behind  a 
few  hairlines  but  most  of  the  original  mint  bloom.  A  scarce  year  in  all  grades 
—  the  preponderance  of  the  issue  was  melted  in  the  1930s,  similar  to  other 
branch  mint  dates  in  the  ‘twenties. 

1373  1925-S  About  Uncirculated  50.  Another  example  of  this  scarce  issue.  This 
has  loads  of  golden  mint  frost  on  either  side.  We  judge  it  to  be  90%  com¬ 
plete.  Moreover,  the  bidder  will  not  find  anything  to  find  fault  with  the  sur¬ 
face,  the  strike,  the  rims,  or  the  color  and  preservation.  A  choice  example. 

Relative  rarity  of  the  later  $20  Double  Eagle  dates,  unlike  those  of  earli¬ 
er  years,  owes  less  to  limited  mintage  than  to  extensive  melting  and  ran¬ 
dom  survival  of  specimens  in  French  and  Swiss  banks  during  the  decades 
after  the  recall  of  1933-34.  Secrecy  about  some  of  the  rarer  dates,  on  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic,  has  obscured  the  picture  further. 


CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1925-D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1371  1925-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Outstanding  luster  and  choiceness, 

with  pale  hazy  toning  suggesting  long  years  in  a  protected  environment.  The 
strike  is  excellent  for  1925-D,  as  are  the  rims.  We  can  pick  out  a  single  shiny 
bagmark  on  the  left  leg  on  Liberty,  but  otherwise  bagmarks  are  few  and  non¬ 
descript.  Again,  the  luster  is  full  and  glowing  on  this  handsome  rarity.

1379  1927-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb!  Only  2  certified  in  this  grade,  with  2  higher.  Tied  with  one  other  in  the  grading  service  in  its  category,  this  is 

a  marvelous  Mint  State  66.  The  color,  luster,  appearance  is  wonderful.  Fresh  off  the  press  is  how  best  to  explain  the  original  surface  and  bold  detail.  The  luster  is 
intense  and  frosty,  the  eagle  —  particularly  the  eagle  —  the  picture  of  perfection.  This  coin  is  for  the  two  or  three  advanced  collectors  assembling  a  museum  class 
date-and-mintmark  set  of  the  grand  $20  Saint-Gaudens  coinage.  Everyone  else  will  want  to  view  it,  but  because  of  its  rarity,  and  the  price  class  it  occupies,  most 
will  merely  have  the  enjoyment  of  drooling  over  it,  so  to  speak,  and  admiring  its  remarkable,  indeed  fantastic,  quality.  For  without  question  this  is  a  superb  spec¬ 
imen.  Falling  behind  only  the  more  celebrated  1927  Denver  Mint  issues,  it  has  intrigued  and  fascinated  American  gold  collectors  since  before  the  second  world 
war.  I  he  coin  is  in  NGC  holder  number  654007-001  and  should  make  an  attractive  addition  to,  as  we  said,  any  museum-class  set  of  Double  Eagles. 

We  learn  from  the  David  Akers  reference,  “Overall,  I  consider  the  1927-S  to  be  the  10th  rarest  date  in  the  series.  It  is  more  rare  than  the  1929  and  a  little  less 
rare  than  the  1931  and  1932.  (In  Unc.,  it  is  just  as  rare  as  the  1931  and  1932.)  Back  in  the  1940’s,  the  1927-S  was  considered  a  great  rarity,  certainly  more  so 
than  the  1920-S  or  1930-S  and  even  rarer  than  the  1927-D.  Only  the  1924-S,  1926-D,  and  1926-S  were  felt  to  be  distinctly  more  rare  than  the  1927-S.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  1950  s  and  1960  s,  additional  1927-S  twenties  were  found,  reducing  the  date’s  status  from  eextremely  rare!  to  merely  era  red  but  at  no  time  were  any  great 
quantities  or  hoards  of  this  date  found.”

MAJESTIC  1931  DOUBLE  EAGLE  RARTY 


1381  1931  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  superb  coin  for  this  lofty  grade,  one  that  reaches  to  the  stratosphere  in  its  luster,  the  brilliance  of  which  dances  across  the 

fields.  As  well,  the  strike  earns  an  A+  for  it’s  depth  of  strike  and  detail.  Loupe  examination  fails  to  disclose  those  little  annoyances  which  often  affect  these  large 
gold  coins.  The  surface  is  without  a  hitch  of  distraction,  in  other  words,  while  the  color  is  bright  golden  with  a  lovely  pinkish  blush  in  the  central  areas. 

Mintage  was  reported  a  close  to  3  million  for  1931;  however,  no  more  than  a  few  hundred  remain.  Virtually  all  the  rest  were  melted.  As  far  as  is  known,  there 
are  no  hoards  of  these  sitting  around  in  some  forgotten  depository  or  stash.  Which  makes  a  coin  of  Mint  State  65  caliber  something  to  trumpet  about!  (PCGS 
holder  6571558)

Bold  strike,  crisp  golden  luster.  A  gem. 

1383  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  Jefferson  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64. 

Another  well  struck  specimen  from  this  Commemorative  occasion.  The 
Louisiana  Purchase  was  a  large  tract  of  land  bought  in  1803  by  President  Jef¬ 
ferson  from  Frances  Napoleon  Bonaparte.  Shortly  after  acquiring  it,  the 
American  government  funded  an  expedition  to  chart  region.  Two  different 
issues  commemorate  the  deed:  this,  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  and 
the  Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition  commemorative  gold  coins  struck  the  next 
year  and  into  1905. 

1384  1904  Lewis  and  Clark  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Gleaming 
coppery  orange  color;  a  few  tiny  hairlines  in  the  fields.  Bright  luster. 

1385  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Faint  hairline 
scratch  on  the  cheek  on  one  side;  choicer  elsewhere  and  would  probably 
grade  a  point  or  two  higher. 

1386  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  Dollar.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Numerous 
hairlines,  mostly  confined  to  one  side.  Scarce.

1915-S  Panama- Pacific  Exposition  was  held  at  a  time  in  our  history  when  the 
art  world  was  casting  aside  the  constraints  of  its  previous  Victorian  ways. 
Many  novel  experiments  were  being  tested  on  America’s  coinage:  matte 
proofing,  rims  sans  denticles,  artistic  lettering,  textured  fields,  and  the  like. 
The  coins  struck  for  this  expo,  such  as  this  handsome  Quarter  Eagle,  incor¬ 
porate  some  of  these  changes.  Instead  of  a  more  traditional  design,  the  artist 
proposed  an  unusual  motif  of  Columbia  seated  on  a  mythological  hip¬ 
pocampus,  half-horse,  half-sea  serpent.  The  eagle,  too,  was  rendered  in  a  new 
way  not  seen  before  on  an  American  production  coin.  It  was  modeled  upon 
a  similar  eagle  used  once  for  some  rare  Pattern  issues.

A  very  choice  example  struck  during  the  1 50th  year  of  nationhood  and 
sold  at  Philadelphia  (where  the  celebration  was  held).

The  reverse,  by  comparison,  has  an  extreme¬ 
ly  bold  eagle.  We  note  a  few  light  marks  in  the  field  above  the  eagle,  but  gen¬ 
erally  the  surface  is  choice,  lustrous,  and  a  pleasing  yellow-gold  hue,  charac¬ 
teristic  of  this  mint’s  1849  coinage.  (Half  Eagles  were  also  struck  in  1850  by 
Moffat  &  Company  —  see  below.)

Choice  for  the  grade;  a  desirable,  affordable,  historic  gold  coin  from  the  gold 
rush  period.  On  the  headband  of  the  coronet,  in  place  of  the  usual  legend 
LIBERTY,  appears  the  company’s  name  MOFFAT  &  CO.  The  reverse  leg¬ 
end  reads  S.M.V.  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  with  “SMV"  being  the  initials  for 
“Standard  Mint  Value”.  Moffat’s  coinage  was  well  liked  and  respected.  It  cir¬ 
culated  throughout  the  west,  not  only  in  California.

Similar  dies,  legends  and  appearance  to  the  1849-dated  pieces  by  this  minter. 
The  surface  has  much  original  luster.  The  luster  on  certain  Moffat  coins  (and 
those  of  the  U.S.  Assay  Office  for  that  matter)  is  sometimes  of  a  rough-hewn 
appearance.  Almost  pebbly,  as  seen  here,  and  indicates  a  coin  in  very  high  state 
of  preservation  since  most  of  these  saw  extensive  wear  and  circulation. 


1407  1850  Moffat  &  Company  $5.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  The  most 
prolific  minter  of  the  gold  rush  period,  Moffat’s  coinage  was  respected 
throughout  the  West,  from  Oregon  Territory  to  the  Mexican  border  towns. 
Enough  coins  remain  to  make  this  an  ideal  coin  for  the  collector  who  wants 
a  representative  sample  but  cannot  afford  the  great  rarities  from  other 
minters.  Moffat  struck  $5  issues  in  1849  and  again  in  1850.  The  same  estab¬ 
lishment  switched  to  $10  and  $20  types  in  1852  and  1853.  On  December 
14,  1853,  Moffat  &  Co.  and  the  U.S.  Assay  Office  closed  for  good,  all  its 
equipment  being  bought  out  by  the  new  federal  branch  mint.  Most  of  its 
coins  were  later  melted  for  recoinage  into  regular  S-mint  gold. 

1408  1850  Moffat  &  Company  $5  Gold.  Very  Fine  30.  Another  example  of  this 
firm’s  output.  The  demand  for  honest  gold  coinage  during  the  gold  rush  grew 
so  intense,  manufacturers  such  as  Moffat  opened  assay  and  minting  offices  to 
supply  the  shortage.  Production  at  Moffat  lasted  from  1849  to  the  end  of 
1853  before  the  mint  ceased  operations.

STATES  ASSAYER  OF  GOLD  CALIFORNIA  and  the  date  1851.  An  his¬ 
toric  $50  denomination  (2-1/2  ounces  of  gold)  that  was  struck  in  large  num¬ 
bers.  However,  once  a  federal  mint  was  set  up  in  San  Francisco,  the  bullion 
for  much  of  the  early  coinage  came  from  Territorial  gold  such  as  the  Hum¬ 
bert  slugs.  Today,  perhaps  a  few  thousand  are  all  that  remain.  And  this  is  one 
of  the  handsomer  examples!

Put  a  glass  to  it  anywhere 
and  be  shocked  and  amazed,  overjoyed  and  delighted  by  the  superb  detail, 
the  craftsmanship  of  this  important  Lettered  Edge  piece.  Humbert  issued  his 
first  $50  pieces  with  a  lettered  edge  and  wide  border,  inside  which  was  a  cir¬ 
cle  of  denticles  and  inside  that  the  famous  eagle-and-shield  motif.  Most 
Humbert  pieces  of  this  Type  have  a  central  “50  ”  on  the  reverse  to  denote  the 
denomination;  however,  a  very  few  specimens  are  found  without  this  feature 
—  and  are  very  rare. 

Fewer  still  of  these  massive  “slugs”  as  they  are  called  are  found  Uncirculated. 
Most  circulated  widely.  Almost  all  received  rough  treatment  that  ended  with 
rim  knocks  and  digs  in  the  surface.  This  handsome  original  Mint  State  some¬ 
how  escaped  all  this,  and  has  come  down  to  the  present  in  extraordinary  con¬ 
dition.  Therefore,  a  strong  bid  is  called  for;  nothing  less  would  do  the  coin 
or  the  consignor  justice!  (NGC  holder  580886-001)

Extremely  Eine  40.  Repaired  at  date  to  strengthen  the  numerals.  Also  the  let¬ 
tering  to  the  right  of  the  date  has  been  disturbed.  Demand  for  a  quick  way  to 
convert  the  miner’s  gold  nuggets  and  bullion  into  coin  necessitated  these  large 
octagonal  pieces.  Each  weighs  nearly  2-1/2  ounces.  The  fineness  varies  between 
880,  887,  and  900  fineness  depending  upon  the  alloys  submitted.  At  the  time, 
the  private  mints  had  difficulty  procuring  the  necessary  acids  to  part  the  gold 
from  the  other  metals  in  the  raw  alloy.  Rather  than  wait  to  produce  proper  coin 
fineness  (.900),  this  expedient  was  hit  upon  of  standardizing  around  two  lesser 
choices.  Later,  once  a  branch  mint  had  been  established,  many  $50  pieces  (as 
well  as  other  Territorial  denominations)  were  recoined  into  federal  gold  at  the 
government  standard.  A  few  thousand  $50  pieces  remain  at  most  from  an  orig¬ 
inal  mintage  that  totaled  in  the  hundreds  of  thousands!

Dies  for  the  issue  were  by  Wright,  the 
engraver  Kuner.  Struck  at  the  reorganized  Moffat  &  Company  mint  at  Mont¬ 
gomery  Street,  San  Francisco.  A  very  scarce  denomination.  Most  were  melted.

The  mint  frost  on  these  is  unique 
in  featuring  heavy,  granular  golden  finish  which  is  pleasing  to  the  eye.

field  marks,  none  too  severe,  and  pleasing  dusky  old-gold  color.  Most  of  the  central  5  (on  the  shield  at  center,  obverse)  visible.  This  element,  because  it  stands  in 
the  greatest  relief  on  a  Norris  $5  gold  piece,  is  many  times  not  visible  at  all. 

In  the  Dr.  Donald  Kagin  reference  on  Territorials  the  following  is  revealed,  “On  May  31,  1849,  in  the  first  known  reference  to  private  coinage  to  appear  in  any 
of  the  California  papers,  the  editors  of  the  Alta  California  observed: 

“‘We  have  in  our  possession  a  Five  Dollar  gold  coin,  struck  at  Benicia  City,  although  the  imprint  is  San  Francisco.  In  general  appearance  it  resembles  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  coin  of  the  same  value,  but  it  bears  the  private  stamp  of  eNorris,  Grieg,  &  Norrisf,  and  is  in  other  particulars  widely  different.’ 

“One  of  the  interesting  features  of  this  article  is  the  spelling  of  the  middle  partners  name.  For  many  years  there  has  been  some  question  as  to  its  proper  spelling.  The 
article  spelled  it  eGriegJ  but  the  United  States  Assayer  in  California,  Augustus  Humbert,  spelled  it  eGrigg.f  Historian  Edgar  Adams  relates  that  among  Humbert’s 
effects,  which  were  sold  in  1 902,  was  found  one  of  these  coins  wrapped  in  a  sheet  of  paper  with  the  note  eFrom  my  friends,  Norris,  Grigg,  &  Norris.  To  further  com¬ 
plicate  the  situation,  the  names  of  all  three  partners  are  found  in  the  Directory  of  New  York  City  of  1849  as  Thomas  H.  Norris,  Hiram  A.  Norris,  and  Charles  Gregg. 
Adams  mentions  a  book  published  in  New  York  in  1 849  carrying  an  advertisement  for  the  firm  of  eNorris,  Gregg,  &  Norris. (

Mint  State  60.  Natural  orange-gold  to  greenish  toning,  mellow  in  its  hue, 
splendid  in  the  surface  preservation.  A  harmonious  blend  of  high  grade, 
pleasing  original  color,  and  excellent  appearance.  Collectors  consider  the 
Norris  piece  to  be  the  first  California  private  gold  coin.  A  newspaper  account 
dated  May  31,  1849,  described  a  five-dollar  gold  coin  struck  at  Benicia  City, 
though  with  the  imprint  San  Francisco.  It  mentioned  the  private  stamp  of 
Norris,  Gregg  and  Norris.  The  initials  N.  G.  and  N.  were  not  identified  until 
1902  when  the  coins  of  Augustus  Humbert  were  sold,  according  to  an  intro¬ 
ductory  paragraph  in  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins.  Norris  pieces 
were  struck  in  1849  using  either  a  plain-edge  collar  or  one  with  reeding,  and 
again  in  1850  with  STOCKTON  beneath  the  date  in  place  of  the  earlier 
SAN  FRANCISCO.  A  rare  minter!

State  63.  Toned.  These  are  described  in  brief  in  Dr.  Donald  H.  Fagin’s  Pri¬ 
vate  Gold  Coins  and  Patterns  of  the  United  States ,  p.367  as  “restrikes  from  sim¬ 
ilar  dies  of  regular  K2.”  Examples  are  known  in  silver,  copper,  brass,  gold, 
lead,  white  metal,  etc.  Inspection  recommended.

1421  1854  Kellogg  &  Company.  $20  Gold.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Sev¬ 

eral  deep  bagmarks  on  the  portrait  and  in  other  areas,  these  being  not  at  all 
unusual  for  a  heavy  gold  rush  coin  like  the  $20  denomination.  Kellogg’s  facil¬ 
ities  had  excellent  equipment  and  a  talented  staff,  which  is  seen  in  the  sharp 
relief  on  the  head  of  Liberty.  All  hair  is  full,  including  the  top  of  the  head, 
the  strands  over  the  ear  and  down  the  neck.  Furthermore,  the  coronet  is 
inscribed  boldly  with  KELLOGG  &  CO.  on  the  front.  The  $20  denomina¬ 
tion  followed  closely  the  federal  Double  Eagle  in  its  design,  weight,  and 
appearance.  It  was  well  received  by  the  populace  in  and  around  San  Francis¬ 
co  and  the  gold  region  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  mountains.

around  devices;  full  hair  detail  on  the  Liberty  head.  The  Kellogg  company  put 
its  name  in  the  space  where  the  word  LIBERTY  usually  appears.  For  the 
reverse,  the  legend  reads  SAN  FRANCISCO  CAI IFORNIA  TW  I  N  l’Y  D.

1423  1855  Wass,  Molitor  &  Company.  $10  Gold.  Breen-7927, 

Kagin-6.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Extensive  (if  muted) 
luster  on  both  sides  and  minimal  surface  marks,  these  being  unim¬ 
portant.  Weak  strike  in  areas,  as  almost  always  seen. 

The  final  5  in  date  is  on  a  raised  disk,  believed  to  be  the  result  of 
redating  an  unused  1852  die.  According  to  the  Breen  encyclopedia, 
the  reverse  is  always  week  on  these.  Extremely  rare  denomination. 

“Count  Samuel  C.  Wass  and  Agoston  P.  Molitor  were  Hungarian 
compatriots  during  their  native  country’s  war  for  independence. 
Both  had  acquired  considerable  practical  knowledge  of  mining 
and  all  its  ramifications  at  the  celebrated  School  of  Mines  of  Ger¬ 
many,  and  they  had  subsequently  worked  the  mines  in  Hungary 
before  they  were  exiled  by  the  Austrians.  Wass  emigrated  to  Cal¬ 
ifornia  in  October  1850;  Molitor  in  1851,  having  traveled  there 
via  London,”  according  to  the  Kagin  reference  on  this  manufac¬ 
turer  of  Territorial  Gold.  “In  October  1851,  Wass  and  Molitor 
established  an  assaying  office  on  Montgomery  Street  below  Bush 
in  San  Francisco.” 

The  reference  goes  on  to  describe  the  unusual  date  on  the  $10 
denomination,  “A  close  look  at  the  obverse  of  their  $10  issues  of 
1852  reveals  that  the  last  digit,  probably  a  el  ,1  had  been  drilled  out 
of  the  original  die  and  a  e2i  plugged  into  its  space.  This  variety  is 
very  rare  and  indicates  that  Wass,  Molitor  &  Company  definitely 
planned  to  issue  these  pieces  in  1851.  Why  they  waited  until  1852 
is  not  known  for  certain,  but  while  they  were  redrilling  the  $10 
pieces  they  began  issuing  $5  specimens  on  January  6,  1852,” 
implying  that  the  same  process  was  used  earlier  to  strike  the  1852- 
dated  $10  coinage  as  was  applied  to  this  1855  variety!

March  Wells  is  the  current  president 
of  the  Early  American  Coppers 
association. 


Born  in  Michigan  in  1928,  March  Wells  began  collecting  Lincoln 
cents  at  an  early  age.  As  a  boy  growing  up  in  Illinois,  he  recalls  filling 
Whitman  coin  holders  with  what  he  deems  “extensively  circulated” 
Lincoln  cents.  After  graduating  from  the  University  of  Miami, 
Florida,  Mr.  Wells  served  four-and-a-half  years  in  the  U.S.  Navy 
during  the  Korean  War.  Upon  his  return  from  active  duty,  Mr.  Wells 
settled  in  Kentucky,  where  he  has  resided  for  nearly  44  years. 

His  interest  in  U.S.  Large  Cents  began  in  the  1970s  following  a 
small  purchase  of  a  few  middle  dates  from  collector  John  Ashby. 
Later  purchases  from  Rod  Burress  and  Tom  Reynolds  helped  build 
the  base  of  the  collection  offered  here.  He  is  the  current  president  of 
the  Early  American  Coppers  association.
